REFORM. 

It  is  the  custom  to  talk  of  the  feeling  of  the  country  as  to 
Reform  as  if  both  the  subject  and  the  people  concerned 
about  it  were  one  and  indiTisible.  The  question  is  one  of 
seTeral  branches,  the  opinions  on  which  will  depend  very 
much  on  the  position  of  the  parties.  There  is  the  extension 
of  the  suffrage,  and  the  redistribution  of  it,  the  duration  of '  proved  and  indeed  admitted. 


of  the  merits.  Well,  then,  reverse  the  case,  and  suppose 
the  Duke  of  Beaufort  had  bMn  riding  amongst  the  crowd  on 
the  Brighton  race-course,  that  his  horse's  quarter  had  struck 
Mr  Weatherley,  engaged  amongst  a  scampish  mob  in  the 
game  of  Aunt  Sally,  ^t  the  Duke,  unconscious  of  what  had 
happened,  had  ridden  on ;  that  Mr  Weatherley,  without 
asking  for  an  apology,  had  hurled  three  bludgeons  at  him, 
and  upon  the  Duke's  turning  round  and  approaching  him, 
seized  his  Grace's  horse  by  tbe  bridle,  jobbed  his  head  to 
make  him  rear,  and  then  seized  the  Duke’s  lag  and  en¬ 
deavoured  to  pitch  him  ts  the  ground  and  succeeded  in 
throwing  him  out  of  the  saddle.  What  would  have  been 
thought  and  said  of  such  ruffianly  conduct?  We  say 
nothing  of  the  language  imputed  perfectly  suited  to  the 
action,  because  the  evidence  about  it  is  conflicting,  and  we 
wish  to  confine  our  view  of  the  case  reversed  to  what  was 


Parliaments,  and  the  Ballot. 

We  believe  it  must  be  confessed  that  the  enfranchised 
body  are  generally  not  very  eager  to  extend  their  privilege, 
and  give  at  best  rather  a  cold  and  grudging  assent  to  the 
proposition.  They  do  not  see  why  they  should  let  in  new 
partners,  who  may  have  different  notions  about  tbe  manage¬ 
ment  of  the  concern.  And  in  this  country,  where  the  pro¬ 
pensity  is  too  much  to  looking  up  admiringly,  or  looking 
down  disdainfully,  the  ten-pounder  hardly  relishes  the  idea 
of  admitting  to  a  level  with  himself  the  five  or  six-pounder, 
or  the  simple  ratepayer.  The  classes  which  do  not  know 
each  other  have  indeed  not  unnaturally  a  mutual  distrust. 
Tbe  result  may  not  be  a  feeling  of  positive  hostility  to  the 
extension  of  the  franchise,  but  a  carelessness  about  the 
matter  as  of  doubtful  advantage. 

Again,  as  to  the  redistribution  of  the  franchise,  the  large 
constituencies  are  in  favour  of  the  proposal,  and  the  small 
ones  against  it,  Liverpool  recognising  its  own  claim  to  a 
larger  representation,  while  little  Eye,  with  its  handful  of 
population,  can  discover  no  good  reason  for  its  utter 
extinction. 

As  for  tbe  duration  of  Parliaments,  it  is  a  question  which 
has  lost  interest  and  importance  with  improved  political 
knowledge.  Few  now  advocate  triennial  Parliaments,  for 
it  takes  a  member  two  or  three  years  to  go  through  his 
apprenticeship  to  the  forms  aud  business  of  the  House. 
Five  years  is  about  tbe  average  life  of  Parliaments,  and  tbe 
period  is  not  too  long  for  practical  purposes. 

With  all  these  different  and  couflicting  views  of  Reform,  j 
the  large  places  wanting  one  thing,  tbe  small  another ;  the 
enfranchised  rather  disposed,  on  the  whole,  to  be  content 
with  the  present  limits  of  the  suffrage ;  the  unenfranchised 
protesting  against  tbe  monopoly  ;  there  is  one  thing  needful, 
about  which  there  is  a  general  agreement,  and  that  is  the 
Ballot.  The  possessors  of  the  suffrage  desire  the  protec¬ 
tion  of  secret  voting,  and  th*e  unenfranchised  hardly  wish 
for  the  suffrage  without  the  protection. 

If  the  last  proposition  be  doubted,  we  beg  to  refer  to  the 
fact  of  the  number  of  qualified  persons  who  keep  their 
names  from  the  register  because  they  will  not  submit  them¬ 
selves  to  the  influences  brought  to  bear  on  voters  in  any 
circumstances  of  dependency.  Does  any  one  believe  that 
the  number  of  persons  qualified  to  vote  in  the  United 
Kingdom  only  amounts  to  1, '200,000  ?  The  number  must 
be  nearly  double  that  amount,  taking  all  the  different  fran^* 
chises  of  town  and  county,  but  a  large  proportion,  for  pru¬ 
dential  and  conscientious  reasons,  take  their  measures  to 
keep  off  tbe  register.  And  here  should  be  tbe  first  step  in 
the  extension  of  the  suffrage.  Recruit  the  constituency  by 
giving  protection  to  the  voter,  and  then  see  what  more  may 
be  necessary  to  place  the  representation  on  a  broad  and 
stable  basis.  Tbe  Reform  Act,  for  want  of  the  Ballot,  has 
never  been  carried  into  full  effect,  and  it  is  now  proposed 
to  pass  to  the  second  step  before  the  first  has  fairly  been 
inade  good.  Our  belief  is  that  it  would  even  be  wise 
to  defer  all  questions  of  tbe  franchise,  the  redistribution, 
electoral  districts,  &c.,  till  the  Ballot  has  been  urged  on, 
established,  and  tried.  In  '31  we  stood  alone  in  con¬ 
tending  for  the  Ballot  as  the  essential  concomitant  of  the 
Reform  Bill,  without  which  it  would,  be  in  part,  and  consi¬ 
derable  part,  a  failure  j  and  we  hold  this  opinion  still  more 
strongly  of  any  measure  we  are  likely  to  have  firom  the  pre¬ 
sent  Government.  For  the  Ballot  there  would  now  be  an 
agreement  of  reformers  of  all  shades  of  opinion.  About  the 
Ballot  there  is  none  of  the  indifference  which  is  said  to  exist 
as  to  the  extension  of  the  franchise.  Indeed  it  is  the  only 
subject  which  will  now  stir  the  towns-people,  and  move 
them  from  their  apathy  as  to  public  affairs. 


DUCAL  MANNERS  AND  ACCOMPLISHMENTS. 

Tbe  flunkeyism  of  society  is  quite  scandalised  at  the  issue 
of  tbe  actions,  Weatherley  t;.  the  Duke  of  Beaufort,  and  the 
Duke  of  Beaufort  v.  Weatherley.  The  divinity  that  doth 
hedge  a  Duke  has  not  been  duly  respected,  argue  the  wor¬ 
shippers  of  rank ;  nay,  they  contend  that  if  it  had  been  the 
affair  of  a  piobtian  the  jury  would  have  taken  another  view 


A  gentleman  in  the  irritation  of  the  moment  may  make 
a  hasty  and  violent  use  of  a  stick,  but  there  is  something 
essentially  unmanly  and  ruffianly  in  making  a  missile  of  it, 
and  hurling  at  a  man  a  whole  bundle  of  bludgeons  one  after 
another.  A  man  will  strike  in  a  passion,  but  a  woman,  or  a 
blackguard  in  the  streets,  will  fling  something  at  your  bead. 
It  is  safer.  Tbe  Duke,  however,  probably  saved  him¬ 
self  tbe  trouble  of  following  Mr  Weatherley  by  the  shorter 
cut  of  sending  the  cudgels  on  their  errand  of  punishment. 

When  asked  his  name  by  Mr  Weatherley  the  Duke 
refused  to  give  it,  and  it  was  only  by  tbe  intervention  of 
tbe  police  that  the  discovery  was  made  of  the  descendant  of 
John  of  Gaunt  His  Grace’s  ready  and  calm  compliance 
with  a  constable’s  summons  to  come  along  with  him  seems 
to  argue  considerable  familiarity  with  such  proceedings. 
When  tbe  policeman  touched  tbe  Duke  on' his  leg,  and  told 
him  be  was  wanted,  he  obeyed  the  summons,  and  went  with 
the  officer  as  if  there  was  nothing  extraordinary  in  a  noble¬ 
man’s  being  seen  escorted  by  a  police  officer  across  a  race¬ 
course,  as  a  pickpocket  might  be. 

The  Chief  Justice,  in  his  charge  to  the  jury,  took  a  very 
fair  view  of  tbe  conduct  of  the  parties. 

He  rather  regretted  that  the  Duke  of  Beaufort  did  not  at  once  tell 
his  name.  He  would  have  disclosed  a  most  illuatrious  name — illus¬ 
trious  in  the  e-nnals  of  the  country,  to  which  his  lordship  hoped  the 
present  duke  would  add  fresh  lustre.  He  did  not  tell  his  name,  and 
therein  lie  (Lord  Campbell)  thought  the  duke  to  IdaiSk  Mr  Wea- 
therley  naturally  tried  to  g^  the  name  after  having  thoM  three  mis¬ 
siles  thrown  at  nim  and  been  pulled  from  his  horse  on  a  public  race¬ 
course.  The  attorney’s  letter  was  much  too  rhetoricid,  but  Mr 
Weatherley  had  very  little  to  do,  probably,  with  writing  it,  and  it 
should  not  induce  the  jury  to  give  merely  nominal  dainages.  Mr 
Weatherley  was  not  in  a  high  position,  but  there  was  nothing  proved 
against  his  character  or  conduct  which  should  disentitle  him  to  rea¬ 
sonable  damages.  The  amount  of  damage  was  exclusively  for  them, 
but  they  would  not  send  away  an  English  subject  who  applied  to  an 
English  jury  for  compensation  for  a  public  insult  and  imury  with 
such  a  verdict  as  would  hold  Kim  up  to  scorn  for  the  rest  of  his  days. 

Lord  Campbell’s  hope  that  the  Duke  of  Beaufort  will  add 
fresh  lustre  to  his  name  appears  somewhat  superfluous,  for 
is  not  tbe  thing  already  done  ?  Has  he  bis  equal  at  Aunt 
Sally?  Even  the  adverse  witnesses  speak  with  admiration 
of  his  performances.  But  it  may  be  necessary  to  explain 
the  sport  in  which  the  Duke  of  Beaufort  excels. 

Aunt  Sally  is  a  black  doll  with  a  pipe  in  her  mouth, 
which  pipe  is  to  be  knocked  off  with  a  stick  thrown  from  a 
certain  distance,  without  touching  the  figure.  The  Duke 
of  Beaufort  has  arrived  at  rare  proficiency  in  this  feat,  and 
as  excellence  in  anything  must  be  the  result  of  much 
labour,  we  may  infer  the  time  and  trouble  he  has  devoted 
to  this  great  object.  What  days  be  must  have  passed  in 
shying,  and  he  is  now  not  forty  years  of  age  !  How  many 
fairs  and  races  he  must  have  frequented  to  perfect  his 
practice,  and  to  exhibit  it  to  the  admiration  of  that  respect¬ 
able  public  which  delights  in  such  sports,  and  composes  tbe 
ring  round  them.  There  he  is, /octfe  ;>rtnc^s.  As  Sganarelle 
boasts  himself  the  first  man  in  the  world  for  making  fag¬ 
gots,  so  tbe  Duke  of  Beaufort  may  vaunt  himself  the  first 
man  in  the  world  for  flinging  them. 

To  abuse  the  plaintiff's  attorney,  in  default  of  any  merits  or 
argument,  is  a  very  backneyod  exp^ient  of  counsel;  and  more 
than  enough  has  l^en  said  about  the  very  absurd  letter  written 
by  Mr  Colombine,  Mr  Weatberley’s  attorney,  to  the  Duke 
of  Beaufort,  in  which  the  assault  is  described  as  **  propel- 

ling  bludgeons  at  tbe  person  ;  ”  but  really  it  seems  to  us 
that  the  attorney  on  the  one  side  was  pretty  fairly  matched 
by  the  counsel  on  the  other.  For  what  could  be  more  pre¬ 
posterous  than  Mr  Chambers’s  pretence  that  the  action,  one 
for  damages,  was  brought  to  extort  money  ?  As  reasonably 
might  it  be  alleged  that  a  suit  for  debt  is  to  extort  money, 
or  an  action  against  a  railway  company  for  injury  to  tbe 
person.  The  redress  sought  is  pecuniary  compensation, 
and  the  question  before  the  Court  is  wheffier  or  not  there 
are  grounds  for  it,  and  to  what  extent.  In  attempts  to 
extort  money  the  gist  of  the  threatened  proceeding  seldom 
corresponds  with  tbe  demand  made.  A  man  menaces 
another,  for  example,  with  a  criminal  chaige,  if  he  does  not 
pay  a  certain  sum  of  money.  He  acts  upon  the  fears  by 
threatening  an  indictment,  a  proceeding  of  a  penal  nature, 
by  which  ha  cannot  recover  a  stiver  of  the  money  he 


I  endeavours  to  extort.  The  only  view  of  the  action  of  Mr 
Weatherley  which  could  be  distorted  to  Mr  Chambers’s 
description  of  it  is  that  the  fray  with  Mr  Weatherley  bad 
taken  place  where  it  was  a  disgrace  to  the  noble  defendant  to 
have  l^en  present  and  acting  a  part,  and  consequently  that 
tbe  Duke  had  a  motive  for  hushing  up  the  affair  at  a  price 
greater  than  was  fairly  due  to  Mr  Weatherley  in  the  shape 
of  compensation.  But  it  was  the  Duke’s  fault,  not  Mr 
Weatberley’s,  that  he  bad  put  himself  in  this  unfortunate 
position  for  the  love  of  Aunt  Sally,  and  noble  persons  who 
indulge  in  ignoble  sports  and  the  admiration  of  low  com¬ 
pany  should  accommodate  their  dignity  to  their  mean 
pleasures,  and  put  up  patiently  with  a  little  hustling  rather 
than  brave  exposure. 

Majesty  and  love,  says  tbe  Latin  poet,  cannot  be  recon¬ 
ciled,  nor  can  Aunt  Sally  and  ducal  dignity.  As  the 
old  saying  has  it,  he  who  plays  at  bowls  must  expect  rub¬ 
bers,  and  when  a  nobleman  takes  his  part  in  a  scampish 
amusement  be  should  renounce  at  least  as  much  of  the  sensi¬ 
tiveness  as  of  tbe  habits  and  manners  of  a  gentleman. 
In  one  respect  the  Duke  of  Beaufort  did  this,  but  not  in 
another.  Where  he  was,  and  about  what  he  was,  he  should 
have  heeded  no  more  being  pusheihby  a  man  or  horse  than 
the  pipe  in  Aunt  Sally’s  mouth  cared  for  his  missiles ;  but 
though  bis  resentment  was  ill  placed  in  the  circumstances, 
his  method  of  giving  effect  to  it  was,  it  must  be  confessed, 
perfectly  in  accordance  with  the  gmiu$  loci,  and  tbe  conduct 
of  the  bludgeon  was  in  entire  consistency. 

The  novel  and  ingenious  reproach  which  one  of  the 
Duke’s  companions  levelled  at  Mr  Weatherley  was  that  he 

was  a  d - d  tailor.  After  this  example  we  are  not 

without  our  fears  that  when  any  one  grossly  misconducts 
himself  in  some  scene  of  low  amusement  the  taunt  will  be 
that  be  is  a  d - d  Duke. 


TEMPER  OF  THE  PUBLIC  ON  THE  GREAT 
QUESTION  OF  THE  DAY. 

The  state  of  tbe  public  mind  in  relation  to  this  question, 
as  far  as  we  are  able  to  collect  it  from  its  various  expres¬ 
sions  and  indications,  exhibits  those  gratifying  conditions 
of  firmness  and  moderation  that  are  so  eminently  favourable 
to  its  satisfactory  settlement.  We  observe  no  wild,  cer¬ 
tainly  no  dangerous  theories  afloat,  and  little  tendency 
anywhere  to  extreme  views  or  desire  for  violent  alterations ; 
the  subject  interests  the  country  deeply,  and  is  everywhere 
discussed  anxiously  and  seriously ;  but  no  question  of  the 
same  magnitude,  or  coming  home  so  directly  to  the  business 
and  bosoms  of  such  a  large  proportion  of  the  community, 
was  perhaps  ever  before  agitated  with  so  much  sense  and  so 
little  passion.  The  address  issued  to  the  country  by  the 
Reformers  of  Birmingham,  though  open  to  objection  in 
some  small  points,  may  be  taken  as  a  fair  specimen  of  the 
moderate  views  and  requirements  of  tbe  people  at  large. 
In  that  document,  at  all  events,  there  is  not  the  slightest 
trace  of  a  design  or  wish  either  to  Americanize  or  Frenchify 
the  constitution  of  England.  We  are  no  theorists,”  say 
those  who  framed  it,*^*  we  do  not  wish  to  impair  institutions 

bequeathed  to  us  by  our  forefathers,  and  which,  on  the 
**  whole,  have  proved  suitable  to  tbe  wants  of  the  country. 
"  Our  object  is  to  expand,  consolidate,  and  strengthen  them. 
”  We  are  loyal  subjects  of  the  Crown,  and  venerate  tbe  illus- 
**  trious  lady  who  fills  tbe  throne.  We  have  no  desire  to 
"  interfere  with  the  fair  and  legitimate  action  of  the  House 
”  of  Peers  in  the  government  of  the  country,  nor  with  the 
”  just  influence  of  the  aristocracy.  We  have  no  inten- 
**  tion  to  set  class  against  class.  We  believe  all  to  be  so 
**  intermingled  that  the  permanent  interest  of  the  peer  and 
•*  the  peasant,  the  manufacturer  and  the  artisan  are  identical 
**  and  inseparable.” 

This  is  a  sound,  wise,  and  patriotic  profession  of  faith  ; 
nor  can  we  imagine  a  statement  of  principles  more  proper 
for  Reformers  to  start  with  in  demanding  or  recommending 
further  changes  in  the  parliamentary  system.  **  Sinking  all 
"  minor  differences,”  the  Birmingham  Reformers  proceed  to 
state  what  their  demands  are.  * 

1.  A  large  extension  of  the  suffirage. 

2.  Vote  by  ballot 

3.  A  more  equal  apportionment  of  members  to  population. 

The  heads  of  a  scheme  of  reform  such  as  the  country  desires 
are  here  wisely  indicated  in  general  terms ;  the  authors  of 
the  programme  have  prudently  abstained  from  suggesting, 
much  less  insisting  on  any  particular  modes  or  lengths  of 
carrying  out  their  principles ;  they  neither  commit  them¬ 
selves  to  details,  nor  fetter  their  friends  and  leaders  in  Par¬ 
liament  by  limiting  the  sphere  of  compromise,  with  the 
effect  of  diminishing  in  the  same  proportion  the  hopes 
and  chances  of  satisfactory  settlement  We  allude,  of 
course,  to  the  first  and  second  points ;  the  ballot  being  a 
definite  question,  which  only  admits  of  being  disposed  of  by 
a  simple  affirmative  or  sim^  negative.  The  Runners 
Birmingham  begin  by  claiming  **  a  large  extension  of  the 
’^suffrage,”  and  tbe  country  makes  the  same  demand, 
leaving  it  with  becoming  confidence  to  the  legislature  to 
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dettrnime  the  tc«u«l  ■•oont  i#  fnefease,  tnd  nwi  whit 
duartere  the  «coe«»l#ns  ife  to  be  gathered.  TheN  il  unde¬ 
niable  truth  and  fofO0  ill  the  rwwila  assignei  by  the  ad¬ 
dress  in  support  of  the  Arst  claim. 

If  It  were  Doc^rf  n»ihe  out  i  oaM  In  farouf  of  an  eatension 
of  the  nSi*g»>  the  reaaonableneaa  bf  which  even  the  opponents  of 
popular  government  now  admit,  wo  might  oontraat  tha  present  sUte 
^‘^sooielv  with  its  social,  int<dleotaal,  and  commercial  condition  a 
quarter  of  a  century  ago.  latelUgeace  has  itnib^lisely  increased--- 
^e  working  man  is  more  sober,  thoughtful,  and  provident,  coi^ious 
dike  of  his  rights  and  his  dutiea :  Aere  is  a  greater  respect  for  the 
]i#8,  a  BMre  intitiate  knowledge  ef  the  relation  in  which  one  man 
and  one  claae  stand  te  anoUier.  During  these  five-and-twenty  yeare, 
while  this  oepaoitj  ^  eelf- government  nas  been  increasing  to  an  ex¬ 
tent  that  makes  the  workine  man  of  the  nresent  day  eijual  in  Intel- 
ligense  to  those  ehfranehiaed  by  the  Act  of  tSii,  the  existing  basis  of 
repTosentodon,  with  its  disqnalifyiag  clansM  of  ratepaying  and  regia- 
tration,  has  shat  bjw*  out  irom  all  ahare  in  the  government  of  the 
country,  and  the  groat  industrial  interest  baa  been  and  is  practically 
onfepreldfitsd. 

Upon  these,  or  upon  grounds  suUtantially  similar,  though 
Tariously  statsd,  there  does  indisputably  prevail  a  belief 
that  a  *' large  ezteuaion  **  of  the  suffrage  is  uot  ouly  practi¬ 
cable  with  perfect  safety  to  everything  good  that  we  at  pre¬ 
sent  eiyoy,  hut  that  both  justice  and  consistency  require  it; 
it  is  generally  felt,  moreover,  and  properly  felt,  that  a  gene¬ 
rous  confideuce  in  the  people  ought  to  inspire  whatever  mea* 
sure  of  enfranchisemeot  may  be  proposed  ;  that  the  caution 
exercised  in  this  matter  by  ministers  or  statesmen  ought  to 
he  a  liberal  and  not  a  Jealous  one;  that  all  limitatious  pre¬ 
served  or  imposed  should  rest  on  the  most  solid  grounds  of 
reason  and  policy ;  that  no  pettifogging  objections  to  popu¬ 
lar  rights  ought  to  be  tolerated,  and  that  doubts  should  he 
ruled  in  the  popular  favour.  This  we  believe  to  be  the  feel¬ 
ing  that  universally  pi^vails.  llut  there  is  nothing  dog¬ 
matic  or  assuming,  much  less  harsh  or  threatening  in  the 
tone  of  the  public  voice ;  there  is  discoutent,  or  there  would 
be  no  cry  for  improvement ;  but  it  is  a  discontent  free  from 
bittemese,  free  from  impatience ;  there  is  no  desire  in 
any  quarter  to  take  the  settlement  of  the  question  out  of 
the  hands  of  the  Legislature,  or  increase  the  difficulties  of 
a  difficult  undertaking  by  encouraging  extreme  views,  or 
adopting  rash  resolutions.  In  fact,  if  at  this  moment,  with 
reference  to  the  question  of  Reform,  there  is  any  expression 
of  opinion  defective  in  the  quality  of  common  sense,  it 
proceeds  not  from  the  public,  but  from  cliques  or  indivi¬ 
duals  who  have  very  little  in  common  upon  any  subject  with 
the  bulk  of  the  commuuity. 

It  is  from  these  men  that  we  bear  the  speciBc  •proposi¬ 
tions  which  the  Birmingham  manifesto  so  wisely  avoids. 
Even  these  men,  however,  admonished  by  the  unequivocal 
proofs  of  the  public  temper,  are  growing  more  circumspect 
in  their  language  every  day,  and  more  and  more  disposed  to 
confine  their  demands  within  the  bounds  of  a  discreet  gene¬ 
rality.  The  country,  instead  of  being  fevered  by  dema- 

Sogues,  communicates  its  cool  judgment  to  them.  Wilkes 
eclared  that  he  had  never  been  a  Wilkite,  and  Mr  Bright 
grows  less  of  a  Drigbtite  every  hour. 

Let  us  turn  to  the  third  head  of  the,  Birmingham 
requisition,  “  a  more  equal  apportionment  of  members 
*'  to  population.”  Ws  daily  hear  Ises  and  leas  of  **  the 
”  equal  electeral  districts,”  or  the  tame  demand  pushed  to  an 
impracticable  extremity.  The  fact  it,  that  here  again  the  i 
public  asks  uo  more  than  that  a  certain  important  principle 
should  be  steadily  kept  iu  view,  not  that  it  should  he  carried 
out  inexorably  by  the  rule  of  three.  The  iron  of  Birming- 1 
ham  has  not  entered  into  its  politics.  No  stiff,  unbending 
formula  is  laid  down,  to  he  rejected  at  our  peril.  There 
never  wai  a  nation  in  the  world  with  lees  taste  for  social 
parallelograms.  Engliehmen  have  no  inclination  to  form , 
their  eleotoral  divisions,  upon  any  mathematical  model.  The 
least  attractive  peculiarity  of  Sir  Thomaa  More’a  visionary 
ooramouweslth  was  that  he  that  knows  one  of  their  towns 
”  knows  them  all.”  We  have  an  actual  horror  of  the 
Utopian  capital  merely  because  it  was  «  square,  and  **  its  ' 
”  buildings  so  uniform  that  a  whole  side  of  s  street  looked  like 
”  one  house.**  Ws  would  not  dwell  in  Amsurot  for  any  bribe.  | 
The  only  symmetry  our  oountrymeu  admit  is  the  child  ofi 
irregularly  itself,  more  reeembliug  an  effect  of  nature  than 
of  art,  or  if  of  art,  an  art  following  and  reepecting  nature, 
like  the  wise  pruning  of  a  tree  and  lopping  of  rotteu  boughs 
and  exereeceucae.  preserving  at  onee  its  beauty  and  its 
vigour.  When  we  hear  it  proposed  to  cut  up  the  country 
iulo  squares  for  any  purpose  whatsoever,  whether  for  the 
objects  of  this  party,  or  of  that,  we  always  imagine  how  one 
of  our  forest  trees  would  look  or  flourish  neatly  trimmed  into 
a  cube,  or  even  into  the  eliape  of  the  Gallio  cook,  or 
American  eagle.  We  should  object  to  have  the  experi¬ 
ment  made  on  the  British  oak,  and  itill  more  earueetly  pro¬ 
test  against  its  being  tried  on  the  British  oonatitution. 

Mr  Bright  would  have  done  well  if  he  had  been  as  alow  to 
commit  himself  on  the  subject  of  the  franchise,  as  he  ob¬ 
viously  it  to  declare  himself  with  rash  precision  on  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  electoral  districts.  On  this  latter  topic,  we  are  happy  to 
®^**’’^*  he  shows  no  disposition  to  borrow  from  Utopia. 
In  his  ipsech  at  Edinburgh  he  even  attacks  Mr  Newdegate 
for  the  tendency  in  that  direction  of  his  clamours  for  more 
country  members,  and  warns  him  not  to  provoke  a  counter- 
cry  from  the  papular  osrop.

<^cta.  beea^  he  was  not  an  advocate  for 
chanm  Si  ^  deaired  waa  that  auch 
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It  thus  Sppears  tbit  Mr  Bright  and  tha  publie  are 
unanimous  agftinst  **  change  for  tne  sake  of  change,*’  and 
to  ”  keep  within  the  landmarks  already  before  them  in 
•*  the  institutions  of  the  country.”  We  trust  the  concord 
trill  continue,  and  foel  thorotighly  asVured  that  the  peopl#  will 
not  be  the  first  to  disturb  it.  There  is  one  thing,  however, 
which  we  cannot  approve  in  the  passage  we  have  quoted. 
We  do  not  understand  why  any  clamour  of  Mr  Newdegate*a 
should  “  lead  inevitably  **  to  the  conflicting  cry  alluded 
to,  that  cry  not  being  itself  a  right  or  a  wise  one.  Here 
Mr  Bright  is  again  his  own  disciple.  A  clamour  for 
one  bad  thing  is  not  to  he  met  by  a  clamour  for  another 
bad  thing  If  the  principle  of  equal  electoral  districts  is 
Mund  and  approved  by  Mr  Bright,  it  is  his  duty  to  advance 
it  and  advocate  it,  without  reference  to  Mr  Newdegate  or 
his  ravings*  If.  on  the  other  hand,  it  would  be  merely 

change  for  the  sake  of  change,*’  and  a  Wanton  removing 
of  the  constitutional  landmarks,  Mr  Bright  ought  scrupu¬ 
lously  to  av^id  language  implying  the  possibility  of  sanction¬ 
ing  the  demand  for  it  under  any  combination  of  circum¬ 
stances.  He  is  quite  powerful  enough  both  in  and  out  of 
Parliament  to  defeat  any  attempt  to  make  the  new  Reform 
Bill  an  instrument  to  serve  the  purposes  of  any  class  or 
party  in  the  country.  With  a  sound-hearted  and  sober- 
minded  public  at  his  back,  he  can  well  afford  to  dispense 
with  the  vulgar  tricks  and  weapons  of  agitation.  He 
declares  his  belief  that  the  people  are  resolved  on  a  good 
Reform  Bill,  without  desiring  rash  innovation.*’  Their 
leaders,  then,  have  only  to  rely  on  that  resolution,  and 
oppose  an  upright  and  impartial  resistance  to  every  project 
or  clamour  at  variance  with  the  national  object,  whether 
proceeding  from  counties  or  cities,  the  aristocracy  or  the 
mob. 

MR  BRIGHT  AT  EDINBURGH. 

In  the  full  report  of  the  Edinburgh  Reform  Meetltig, 
which  reached  us  yesterday,  we  find  a  much  worse  symptom 
of  Brightism  than  that  which  has  been  censured  iu  another 
article.  The  unscrupulous  speaker,  not  content  with 
expatiating,  as  he  was  entitled  to  do,  upon  the  right  of  the 
best  instructed  portion  of  the  working  classes  to  a  share  of 
political  power,  starts  away  from  his  argument  with  a  sud¬ 
den  vicious  impulse,  and  mingles  the  advocacy  of  his  clients 
with  the  following  false  libel  upon  what  be  calls  the  ruling 
classes  of  the  country. 

Let  tne  let  you  into  one  secret.  It  is  not  at  all  because  the  ruling 
class  don^t  think  you  idielligent  enotlgh  that  they  don’t  Want  to  givi 
the  foanthise  generally.  Tne  more  intelligent  you  become,  the  more 
instruct^,  est>eclaliy  with  regard  to  public  affairs,  to  public  finance, 
to  foreign  affairs,  and  all  those  matters  which  are  included  tinder  the 
name  of  aovemment,  the  more  completely  furnished  you  hecotoe  with 


are  many  means  of  toanaglna  them,  by  cajolery  or  by  force ;  but  it 
is  the  intelligent,  hard-heaaea,  instructed,  thoughtful,  resolute  citixen 
that  the  prltmeged  classes  don't  like. 

Mr  Bright  dares  to  assert  this  at  a  period  distinguished  by 
nothing  more  honorably,  strikingly,  memorably,  notoriously, 
than  by  the  eartiest,  continuous,  unwearied  exertions  of  the 
orders  of  society  which  he  slanders,  to  improve,  educate,  and 
exalt  the  poor  of  the  country.  If  the  ”  privileged  classes**  want 
to  keep  the  people  “  illiterate  and  depraved,”  morally  and 
intellectually  degraded,  so  as  to  be  manageable  by  “  cajolery 
and  force,’*  strange  is  the  meohauism,  passing  strange  the 
instruments  they  employ  for  the  wicked^  the  execrable  pur¬ 
pose.  They  cover  the  country  with  schools;  they  multiply 
teachers  in  every  parish,  they  set  on  foot  no  end  of  improv¬ 
ing  and  civilising  institutions;  what  method,  what  alrt  or 
experiment  do  they  leave  untried,  what  expense  do  they  spare, 
what  ensouragement  do  they  omit  to  offer  ?  Are  they  content 
with  only  meeting  the  demand?  Is  the  cry  for  enlighten¬ 
ment  waited  for?  Where  are  the  churls  of  instruction? 
Where  the  misers  of  that  knowledge  which  is  certain  to  be¬ 
come  power  ?  Mr  Bright  knows  the  true  replies  to  all  these 
questions,  no  man  better,  but  he  wanted  the  cheers  of 
his  excited  sudience,  the  spplause  of  a  crowd  which  would 
have  hooted  him.  had  they  but  known  the  truth  as  well  as 
he  does.  We  retort  upon  him  his  accusation  of  the  pri¬ 
vileged.**  *Ti8  he,  not  they,  who  trades  upon  the  ignorance 
of  the  labouring  classes  ;  he,  not  they,  who  has  an  interest  in 
the  illiterate  condition  that  makes  them  his  dupes,  and 
secures  for  him  their  plaudits.  Ignorant  they  must  be, 
and  must  remaiu,  for  him  to  “  manage  ’*  or  “  cajole.” 
Mr  Bright,  indeed,  never  speaks  without  making  us  deplore 
what  little  impression  has  yet  been  made,  with  all  the  ex¬ 
ertions  of  the  age,  upou  the  dense  ignorance  of  thousands 
of  the  public.  A  man  who  abuses  the  gift  of  speech  as  he 
does  only  succeeds  with  the  most  uninformed  minds  in  the 
community,  and  there  is  only  one  good  to  be  derived 
from  his  oratory,  a  stimulus  to  the  good  and  wise 
to  press  forward  with  redoubled  zeal  the  enlightenment  of 
the  people. 

The  style,  too,  of  the  above  passage  is  on  a  level  with 
its  substance,  a  vile  aping  of  Mr  O’CoDDeU’a  worst  manner, 
after  he  had  lived  down  his  good  reputation,  and  had  begun 
to  make  for  himself  a  bad  one.  “  Let  me  let  you  into  a 
secret,”  is  a  literal  theft  from  O’Conuellism;  it  led  us  im¬ 
mediately  to  expect  a  rhetorical  trick  of  more  than  usual 
daring ;  but  it  must  be  owned  that  Mr  Bright  has  **  bet¬ 
tered  his  instructions.” 


ILLICIT  EUGAGEMIJrrs. 

A  fugitive  /inm  justise  implores  a  skrgyman,  chaplain  to 
a  workhouse,  it  visit  bltn  for  the  purpose  of  religious  con¬ 
solation,  confiding  the  secret  of  his  biding  place  upon  pro¬ 
mise  that  it  shall  not  he  divulged.  The  clergyman  is  called 
upon  by  the  police  to  discover  the  retreat  of  the  offender^ 
He  refuses  to  do  so,  pleading  his  engagement,  and  his  eccle¬ 
siastical  superiors  approve  of  his  conduct  ih  so  doing.  Tht 
parochial  authorities  ef  St  Panerae  take  a  very  different 
view  of  the  matter,  and  dismiss  the  clergyman  from  his 
chaplaincy. 

Such  is  the  outline  of  the  ease  of  the  Rev.  Thomas  Pugh. 
It  is  reported  that  the  Bishop  of  London  spptotes  of  the 
eonduot  in  question.  We  cannot  believe  it.  It  is  possible 
that  he  may  approve  of  Mr  Pugh’s  ohservanoe  of  bis  pro¬ 
mise  of  secrecy ;  but  what  does  he  think  of  the  propriety  of 
the  engagement  ?  To  promote  justice  is  the  duty  of  every 
subject,  and  can  a  man  release  himself  from  this  para¬ 
mount  obligation  by  compact  with  a  criminal  ?  Or  can  an 
engagement  with  an  offender  be  of  greater  force  than  obe¬ 
dience  to  the  laws  and  the  iuterests  of  society  ?  To  put  an 
extreme  case.  Suppose  a  man  to  have  been  induced  to 
promise  to  commit  a  crime,  a  robbery,  or  assassination. 
Will  a  Bishop  be  of  opinion  that  it  is  better  for  him  to  com¬ 
mit  the  orime  than  to  break  faith  1  But  we  need  not  resort 
to  extreme  examples.  We  have  before  us  au  instance  in 
point. 

When  the  conductor  of  the  Daily  I^ews  was  called  upon 
for  the  ends  of  justice  to  disclose  the  name  of  ifae  person 
who  gave  him  the  copy  of  the  Ionian  Despatch,  he  did  so, 
as  he  could  not  pretend  ”  to  set  the  conventions  of  a  profes- 
“sion  above  the  law.”  The  principle  here  is  excellently 
expressed.  The  Rev.  Mr  Pugh  sets  a  convention  above  the 
law,  and  his  rector  and  rural  dean  find  it  good ;  his  bishop 
also,  if  we  are  to  believe  report.  We  deny  that  there  can 
be  any  such  dispensing  poner.  No  individual  can  release 
himself  from  the  duty  of  promoting  justice. 

Mr  Pugh,  in  explanation  of  his  conduct,  states  that  ho 
entered  into  his  engagement  of  secrecy  under  the  impres¬ 
sion  that  the  sins  of  the  man  soliciting  his  religious  offices 
”  were  not  of  a  darker  character  in  the  calendar  of  crime 
”  than  misdemeanour.”  The  charge  from  which  the  man 
Muskett  was  flying  was  that,  acting  as  assistant-surgeon  of 
the  St  Pancras  woikhouse. 

He  had  availed  himself  of  his  position  for  the  purpose  of  Seducing 
Some  of  the  female  inmates,  and  that  he  hid  subsequently  resorted  to 
criminal  meant  of  preventing  a  knowledge  of  what  bad  taken  place 
from  publicly  transpiring.  It,  however,  happened  that  one  woman, 
upon  whom  it  is  alleged  he  used  instruments,  became  so  ill  as  to  oom- 
pel  her  removal  to  the  infirmary,  and  the  fear  of  exposure  induced 
him  to  disappear. 

And  this  conduct  the  Rev.  Mr  Pugh  did  not  think  of  so 
dark  a  character  as  to  forbid  his  engagement  with  the 
offender  not  to  discover  his  hiding  place.  The  reverend 
gentleman  must  surely  have  very  singular  ideas  of  the 
colours  of  crime.  His  coat  is  not  blacker  than  the  guilt 
imputed  to  bis  protegi. 

If  we  are  asked  where  the  line  is  to  he  drawn  as  to  the 
observance  or  non-observance  of  promises,  we  answer,  that 
no  engagement  can  be  valid  which  contravenes  a  general 
duty  to  society.  One  of  our  greatest  moralists,  in  consider¬ 
ing  the  extent  of  the  obligation  of  truth  and  its  bounds,  has 
asked  who  would  give  a  true  veply  to  an  assassin  asking  the 
way  a  man  had  fled  from  his  knife.  A  higher  obligation 
here  prevails.  Would  Tarpeia’s  infamy  be  greater  if,  in 
breach  of  her  guilty  engagement,  she  had  not  opened  the 
gates  of  Rome  to  its  enemies  ?  In  a  word,  are  there  not 
promises  more  to  be  honoured  iu  the  breach  than  the  oh* 
servance  ? 

THE  PRINCIPALITY  OF  SARAWAK. 

Lord  Derby  and  his  colleagues  have  good  reasoo  to  con¬ 
gratulate  themselves  on  the  decision  they  came  to  to  have 
nothing  to  say  to  Sarawak,  for  the  mail  just  arrived  brings 
very  unfavourable  accounts  indeed.  The  principality  seems, 
in  fact,  never  to  have  recovered  the  blow  which  a  Couple 
of  hundred  half-armed  Chinese  were  able  to  inflict  upon  it  in 
February,  1857,  when  In  a  night  attack  they  surprised, 
sacked,  and  burnt  it.  Since  then  it  has  been  threatened  in 
one  direction  by  the  Chinese,  and  in  another  by  its  old 
enemies,  the  Sarebas  Dyaks.  In  October  last  the  latter 
had  become  so  troublesome,  that  the  relative  and  vice- 
rajah  of  Sir  James  Brooke  resolved  to  carry  the  war  into 
their  own  territory.  He  accordingly  organised  an  expedi¬ 
tion,  but  his  allies  failing  to  join  him  at  the  appointed  ren¬ 
dezvous,  he  was  obliged  to  return  without  accomplishing  his 
obj  ect. _ _ _ _ 

In  due  time,  however,  aseoond  expedition  was  resolved  upon, 
and  on  this  occasion  Sir  James’s  Malay  and  Dyak  allies  having 
proved  punctual,  he  invaded  the  territory  of  the  enemy  with 
a  force  of  5,000  men,  conveyed  in  300  boats.  After  en-* 
countering  many  serious  obstacles,  he  so  far  suooeeded  as  to 
carry  fire  and  sword  into  the  territory  of  the  savager,  but 
was  ultimately  baffled  by  them  and  forced  to  retire.  We 
give  the  result  from  a  narrative  drawn  up  by  the  defeated 
parly  itself,  as  we  find  it  in  the  Singapore  Free  Press  of 
the  4  th  of  November. 

The  Sarebas  country  was  then  traversed  from  one  end  to  the  other, 
and  the  villages,  war-wats  (to  the  number  of  thirty),  and  other  prt^ 
p^y  destroyed*  The  only  resleUince  offered  wmm  by  the  old  chief| 
Rentab,  who  headed  the  party  which  killed  Mr  Lm  in  Febi^ry, 
1853.  This  chief  has  fortified  himself  v^  strongly  on  the  ridge  of 
a  very  high  mountain  with  almost  precipitous  sides.  Brooke  s 

pi^  xiade  an  attack  on  this  position,  carrying  up  a  light  mortar, 
W  after  expending  all'hii  ihsus,  the  place  Veihallied  apparently  as 
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tradesman.  The  employers  of  Industry  ought  surely  to  be 
the  foremost  in  respecting  it,  and  most  of  all,  the  employers 
of  female  labour,  which  has  the  strong  additional  claims  of 
sex  to  at  least  the  ordinary  civilities  and  humanities.  The 
magistrate  seems  to  have  dwelt  most  severely  upon  the 
loose  mode  of  announcement  resorted  to ;  but  it  is  highly 
probable  that  at  this  severe  season,  with  such  prodigious 
numbers  of  wasted  fingers  craving  work,  the  supply  would 
in  any  case  have  gready  transcended  the  demand.  The 
complaint  would  probably  never  have  been  made,  if  I’lillen, 
or  the  people  m  his  service,  had  shown  the  least  tender 
consideration  for  the  mass  of  female  distress  unexpectedly 
assembled  at  his  establishment,  not  to  beg  an  alms,  but 
solicit  a  dark  and  bitter  winter  day’s  labour,  though  only 
the  making  of  a  shirt  at  tlie  regulation  price  of  a  farthing. 

Apropos  of  employment  for  women,  the  Timet  of  Tuesday 
stated  the  interesting  fact  that  the  telegraphic  report  of  Mr 
Bright’s  speech  at  Manchester,  which  occupied  six  columns 
of  tnat  journal,  and  was  to  rapidly  transmitted  that  the 
whole  was  in  type  in  London  at  a  quarter  to  three  o’clock 
on  Saturday  morning,  the  last  portion  of  it  having  only 
reached  the  telegraph-office  at  Manchester  two  hours  pre¬ 
viously, — was  entirely  the  work  of  young  girls.  This  is  a 
gratifying  piece  of  information,  whatever  we  may  think  of 
the  intrinsic  value  of  the  matter  which  employed  the  female 
finger  in  this  particular  instance.  We  observe  also,  and 
think  it  worthy  of  notice,  that  the  managers  of  the  Adelpbi 
Theatre  have  advertised  for  respectable  middle-aged 

women  for  money  and  check-takers,  and  to  attend  at  the 

stalls  and  boxes  upon  the  principle  of  the  theatres  in 
“  Paris,  and  to  give  employment  to  females.”  It  may  be 
said,  and  will  be  said,  that  this  must  necessarily  have  the 
effect  of  throwing  men  out  of  employment,  and  lowering  the 
present  market  rate  of  remuneration  for  services  of  this 
description.  Be  it  so.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the 
soundest  principles  of  political  economy  are  fiagrantly  violated 
by  the  exclusive  employment  of  male  labour,  or,  what  comes 
to  the  same  thing,  the  prevailing  prejudice  in  its  favour. 
Women  are  not  merely  the  victims  of  an  ordinary  exclusion 
from  rivalry,  where  the  chances  are  equal,  but  they  are 
frequently  prohibited  from  competing  with  the  other  sex  in 
branohes  of  industry  for  which  they  possess  a  peculiar 
aptitude  and  decided  natural  advantage. 

ELECTOUAL  STATISTICS. 

We  recommend  to  our  readers  a  pamphlet  on  The 
Franchise,”  puhlinhed  by  Kidgway,  which  contains  some 
very  interesting  and  useful  electoral  statistics,  and  also  some 
suggestions  well  deserving  of  consideration,  though  rathet 
far  advanced  in  Radicalism,  The  writer  makes  the  same 
proposal  that  we  did  a  few  weeks  ago,  that  not  mote  than 
one  member  should  sit  for  any  district ;  and  it  is  as  certain 
that  he  could  not  have  seen  our  suggestion  when  he  wrote 
as  that  we  did  not  derive  the  idea  from  his  pamphlet,  then 
unpublished.  He  says, 

la  the  System  of  Representatioa  wkioh  we  pro|>oSe  to  substitute 
fbr  that  so  severely  criticised,  one  important  feature  ia  the  abolition 
of  all  distinction  between  Counties  and  Boroughs.  This  is  rendered 
all  the  more  easy  since  the  “  qualification”  difference  has  been  so 
roughly  handled  that  it  may  be  considered  as  doomed,  and  if  the  q^ua- 
location  be  mSde  the  Same  in  point  of  fact,  nothing  in  teSlity 
remains  to  distinguish  a  County  firoUi  a  Borough  Blector  but  ill 
empty  name.  ,  .  . 

The  main  point,  however,  the  keystone  we  may  call  it,  Of  our 
Deposed  system,  is  that,  whatever  be  the  qualifleatiom  no  one 
Elector  should  have  the  power  of  voting  for  inote  than  one  Candidate. 
It  is  quite  right  that  Population  should  govern  Representation,  and 
that  all  should  hare  an  equal  voice  in  the  Cotintty ;  but  it  is  quite 
wrong  that  one  Elector  should  vote  for  four  Candidates,  another  for 
three,  a  third  ibr  tWo,  and  a  fburth  for  one  Candidate  only.  .  .  . 

Whereas  an  extended  sufftwge,  accompanied  with  single  votes, 
Would  afford  S  complete  reflet  of  the  views,  opinions  and  feelings  of 
the  Country  generally ;  it  would  be  eveh  justice  to  each  individual 
elector;  it  would  we  believe  be  safe  and  populsr  now;  and  it 

Would  unquestionably  remove  i  probable  source  of  danger  hereafter.

fiir, — At  a  dinner  which  took  place  last  week  at  llristol  in 
aid  oF  the  Licensed  Victuallers  ’  C/harity.  tbe  chair  was  taken  by 
Mt  ShaWj  an  e»-mayor  of  that  city.  One  of  the  members,  Mr 
Langton,  several  magistrates,  and  other  gentlemen  of  standing 
were  present.  In  proposing  the  toast  of  tbe  Army  and  Kavy, 
1  find  Mr  Shaw  thus  report^  in  the  papers  : 

After  some  eloquent  remarks  in  eulogy  of  those  services,  he  adverted 
to  the  probabilities  of  a  continued  alliance  with  France,  and  said,  whilst 
he  sincerely  hoped  that  there  might  he  a  long  day  of  peace,  yet  he 
thought  that  there  could  he  no  solid  alliance  between  a  free  people 
and  a  despotic  government  Which  wonld  incarcerate  a  mSn  like  Mon- 
talembert  for  no  offence  Whatever.  At  tbe  recent  gathering  of  the 
Anchor  Society,  one  of  their  respected  representatives  in  Parliament, 
in  making  allusion  to  the  formation  of  rifle  clubs  in  England,  men¬ 
tioned  his  name  as  having  made  such  a  proposition.  It  was  true  that 
as  Mayor  of  Bristed  he  did  at  the  very  outset  of  the  Crimean  war 
venture  to  suggest  to  the  Prime  Minister,  Lord  Palmerston,  tbe  pro¬ 
priety  of  establishing  a  volunteer  rifle  corps  in  Bristol  a  thousand 
Strong.  He  now  took  the  liberty  of  saying  that  the  present  Mayor  of 
Bristol  and  Mr  Langton  were  both  favourable  to  such  an  establish¬ 
ment,  and  he  hoped  that  ahother  offer  might  be  made.  Of  this  he 
was  sure,  that  every  man  in  England  who  could  shoulder  a^  musket 
should  make  himself  an  adept  at  Mini^  rifle  shooting.  Old  England, 
then,  remembering  the  advice  of  Cromwell,  “  ?ut  your  trust  in  God 
knd  keep  your  powder  dry,**  might,  with  the  assistance  of  hfcr  aitny 
and  navy,  safely  bid  **  dc-fiaaca  to  ^e  world.” 

The  toast  haviUg  been  drunk  with  loud  cheers,  was  responded 
to  by  Gaptaib  Castle,  of  the  Royal  North  Gloucester  Militia, 
whd  said : 

In  the  ahaenee  of  any  affloOr  of  tihe  regular  sertioe,  the  duty  Of  re- 
laniing  tbanke  lor  tbe  amy  devolved  on  hiin«  iud  be  did  thuk  that 


they  all  bad  reason  to  be  proud  of  the  senric^  p^ormed  by  the  Bri¬ 
tish  armir  both  ih  the  Crimea  and  in  India.  Their  president  had 
alluded  to  tbe  establishment  of  rifle  clubs  throuj^ut  England,  ana 
he  confesaed  that  be  entirely  agreed  with  him.  He  bad  recently  re¬ 
turned  from  America,  ahd  ^d  had  an  opportunity  of  Meins  the  way 
in  which  they  prepared  for  the  national  defence  tbaie.  Instead  of 
having  a  large  standing  am^,  they  bad  an  enorindua  militia,  which 
numbered,  be  believed,  1,600,000  men.  ThoSe  men  were  Mgularly 
called  out  for  practice,  and  they  did  not  merely  out  to  show,  but 
to  shoot  They  did  not  deyend  merely  on  the  nipeclay  of  the  urmy. 
That  was  all  very  wall  in  its  way,  ana  it  wiw  of  oourse  deairable  that 
their  eoldieri  ehould  be  neat  and  cleimly,  and  look  well  in  the  streets ; 
hut  it  WM  still  more  imnortaht  ^t  uey  should  be  able  to  shoot  down 
an  enemy.  In  Englafid  the  militia  had  not  eufficient  practice.  His 
legimeui,  tb^  Eortb  Gloucester,  had  been  embodied  for  eervice,  and 
he  had  been  out  With  it  on  t#o  occasions,  for  six  months  and  for 
eighteen  months,  abd  during  time  he  had  hevaf  seen  a  shot  ffied. 
Now  Ih  AmericS  things  were  different.  The  militia  wm  oalled  out 
by  turns  in  the  spring  and  autumn,  and  they  were  not  only  practised 
ih  firing,  but  in  ehooung  at  6  dlark. 

Here,  then,  we  have  an  intelligent  offioer  in  eoriitnud  of  a 
eompany  in  one  of  the  beet  ordered  and  ahst  popular  militia 
regimeuts  in  England,  giving  valuabto  tMtimony  m  to  the  ifl* 
capacity  of  our  milling  kuthorlties,  ofld  of  thtfif  strange  prn- 
penslty  tn  dress,  drill,  ind  dollify  but  toldiert,  without  In¬ 
structing  them  in  the  uee  of  orms.  Colonel  Hlngscote,  than 
whom  a  gentleman  more  generally  esteemed,  oan  hardly  be 
found,  had  better  resign  the  command  of  the  North  Gloucester 
to  John  Bright,  who  of  course  would  not  hesitate  to  command  a 
regiment  drilled  on  Peace  principles. 

The  Times  handled  this  part  of  the  question  of  eur  national 
defences  well,  but  since  tbe  voioe  of  the  Press  eannot  reoeb  and 
upset  the  wo^en  itupidity  of  our  military  ruleri;  who  would 
be  found  buekling  stocks  on  our  militia,  4nd  inventing  sham 
boots  and  queer  breeches  for  ouf  light  dragoons,  While  the 
French  Wete  landing  on  Fevensej  flatt,  Why,  then,  the  Presi 
bfld  better  attend  to  Mr  Mllnet  Qlbson’i  injunctioni  and  be 
divil,  for  it  will  not  do  to  ipculr  the  Wrath  of  despots,  tor  teU 
jthe  truth  to  tyrants,  with  imbecility  and  apathy  almost 
amounting  to  treason  gt  home, 

Captain  Castle  has,  it  would  appear,  lately  visited  our  trons* 
atlantic  cousins,  and  found  one  million  six  hundred  thousand 
men  twice  a  year  practising  the  rifle,  with  not  the  most  distant 
ebanee  of  their  country  being  invaded,  that  country  being 
thousands  of  miles  from  the  belligerent  ports  of  the  world,  divided 
by  a  stormy  sea  from  any  country  possessing  an  organised  mili¬ 
tary  force  ;  while  We,  in  this  small  islaud,  oUr  tWehtv-one  mileS 
of  salt  water  bridged  oser  by  steam,  oh  the  opposite  coast  an 
army  of  600,000  men,  connected  with  a  splendid  fleet  nearly 
equal  to  our  own  (eleven  thousand  men  uow  at  work  on  that 
fleet  at  Brest,  not  to  say  one  word  of  Toulon  or  Cherbourg)  yet 
we,  with  tbe  ^lite  of  our  army  in  Indio,  ore  told  that  our  prS^ 
teotors  ore  to  be  militiamen  who  have  never  fired  a  shot,  yeo¬ 
manry  cavalry  who  have  more  than  they  oah  do  to  manage 
their  unbroken  beasts,  let  alone  weapons  dangerous  only  to 
themselves  ;  and  tbe  brigade  of  Life  Guards,  Which  Would  cut 
to  pieces  any  similar  body  of  French  giants  if  they  would  wait  to- 
be  cut  to  pieces  ;  but  which  brigade,  from  their  enormous  weight, 
each  unhappy  brute  Carrying  twehty-tbree  stone,  are  ioUlly 
unlit  for  Campaigning.  And  when  in  addition  it  is  remem¬ 
bered  that  these  Life  Guards  carry  tbe  old  sort  of  exploded 
carbine,  which  they  ore  unable  to  use  on  acoount  of  their 
breastplates,  it  leads  irresistibly  to  tbe  eOuolusion  that  we  are 
in  a  precious  mess,  and  that  if  tbe  French  army  should  be 
pleased  td  order  thtmselves  to  be  transported  to  England,  and 
if  their  puppet  Napoleon  tbe  Third  should  succeed  iu  that  un¬ 
dertaking,  he  would  find  tipoh  his  arrival  here  that  ha  was 
pretty  much  in  the  same  position  of  a  hawk  making  a  stoop 
upon  a  flock  of  fat  widgeon. 

1  conscientiously  believe  that  I  have  not  over- stated  the  case 
in  the  lealt.  I  am  aware  that  the  poMible  ektasthipbe  which 
the  Duke  of  Wellington  foresaw  depended  upon  an  i/i  but  at

THE  CONFESSIONAL. 

TO  TUB  EOITOa  OF  TUI  EXOKIXBB. 

Sir, — Whatever  differences  may  exist  in  tbe  religious  world, 
there  seems  to  be  one  point  upon  whieh  all  the  combatants 
ore  agreed,  and  that  is,  to  intuM  as  much  acrimony  and 
as  little  charity  as  possible  into  the  struggle!  it  is  the 
bane  of  sectarianism  that,  not  content  with  an  equal  and 
judicious  ioleration,  it  still  persists  in  forcing  its  own  view 
of  a  question  down  tbe  throats  of  its  reluctant  antagonist. 
The  confession  controversy  Is  a  notable  instance  of  tbe 
intemscine  Spirit  of  polemical  discostion.  On  tho  one  Side  we 
have  tbe  milliher-curatea  of  Belgravia  with  their  paeudo-medisevalism, 
on  tbe  other  Mesars  Beale,  Westerton,  and  the  like,  whose  respect  fur 
tbe  opinions  of  others  is  in  an  inverse  ration  to  their  profound  confi¬ 
dence  in  their  own.  Sacerdotal  tyranny  is  not  very  much  to  be 
fhared  in  the  year  of  grace  1868,  bnt  a  man  of  education  and  religioue 
feeling  might  well  tremble  to  think  that  he  could  ever  fall  under  tbe 
thraldom  of  tho  elasa  which  the  speakers  at  rcoent  popular  demon¬ 
strations  repreat-nteA  However,  to  blame  tho  Churoh  of  England, 
and  to  clamobr  for  an  alteration  of  the  Liturgy  because  certain  of  her 
ministera  have  strained  it  to  their  own  purposes,  is  to  argue  from  tho 
abuse  of  a  thing  against  its  use.  Let  tu  beware  bow,  in  flying  flrom 
the  Tractarian  Scylla,  we  throw  ourselvea  into  the  Evangelical 
Charybdia 

If  there  is  one  feature  which  distinguishes  the  Church  of  England 
from  the  opposite  poles  of  heterodoxy,  it  is  that  Wise  and  oomprehen- 
I  sive  moderation  which  breatbea  in  all  her  dogmatic  girmulas,  and 
wbioh  not  even  the  one-sidednese  of  party  ean  auccetafully  distort. 
With  all  deference  to  your  correspondent,  “  a  clergyman/’  1  must 
venture  to  dissent  from  his  statement  of  the  anomaly  (or  dilemma  aa 
be  calls  it),  which,  he  says,  is  involved  in  tho  dispute  between  Mr 
Poole  and  hit  opponenta,”  vix.,  “that  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury 
and  the  Bishop  of  Lond^  are  oondeaiung,  with  the  approval  of  the 
people,  what  is  undoubtedly  the  teaching  of  tbe  Church  in  which 
they  are  the  chief  ministers.”  Even  if  it  were  so,  one  would  have 
thought  a  clergyman  should  be  tbe  last  man  to  expose  the  incoU- 
sisteneies  of  hia  ecclesiastioal  superiors  to  the  deriaioti  of  us  profane 
laioa  But  it  is  not  qttite  so  undoubted ;  then  are  thooa  who 
hold  that  the  exhortation  iu  the  communioo  senrlee  merely  invites 
persons  WLo  cannot  guilt  iheir  own  oonscienck,  Ac.,  not  to  abstain 
ftolh  rooeivihg,  but  to  sVhk  cotnfbH  and  oouhael  at  the  bands  of 
the  mimistor  of  reUgwb^  that  bjf  ths  of  Goffs 
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STITOfl,  STITCH,  STITCH. 

Hkt>t>Uy,iQ  thb  huge  partition  between  wealth  and  poverty, 
or  better  to  express  it,  between  comfort  and  destitution, 
ihore  aro  rgats  and  crevices  which  the  benevolent  eye  has 
no  difficult/  ill  piercing,  though  they  are  not  always  wide 
Onough  to  admit  the  relieving  hand.  Accident  ever  and 
anon  Attnbts  our  attention  to  one  of  these  peep-holes  of 
charity,  and  either  shows  us  some  new  vision  of  suffering,  or 
some  lamiliar  distress  in  a  novel  point  of  view.  Of  the 
latter  description  of  disclosure,  the  case  that  came  before  tbe 
eivic  magistrates  the  other  day  at  Guildhall  is  an  instance 
which  calls  for  some  observation.  There  is  nothing  new  to 
the  public  in  the  chapter  of  the  ‘  Annals  of  the  Poor’  en¬ 
titled  *  Distressed  Dressmakers,’  but  fresh  incidents  often 
biihiish  up  old  stories;  and  so  it  was  with  the  grievances  of 
the  poor  sempstresses,  as  laid  before  Alderman  Copeland. 
Tile  complainants  were  quite  a  troop,  and  told  their  tale 
through  a  spokeswoman,  described  as  **a  young  person  of 
**  very  respectable  appearance,”  and  whom  the  alderman 
commended  highly  for  the  propriety  of  her  conduct,  and  the 
manner  in  which  she  stated  her  case.  It  appears  that,  in  a 
feebnt  number  of  Lloyd's  Weekly  Newspaper,  a  mercer  or 
haberdksher  ih  Gresham  street,  named  Pullen,  had  excited 
the  hopes  of  hundreds  of  industrious  but  unemployed  young 
girls,  by  inserting  tbs  following  advertisement : — ^ 

.  Abottt  8%  dr^Oamakera  wanted— jonag  persons — to  work  indoors. 
Hours  from  9  till  7.  Apply  before  4  o’clock,  at  89  Gresham  street, 
City; 

Upon  this  vague  invitation,  neither  specifying  any  parti- 
cutan  of  tbe  work  required,  or  the  remuneration  to  be  paid, 
no  fewer  than  TOD  unfortudate  young  women  Hocked  to  Mr 
Pdlleh^  warehouse  from  all  corners  of  the  wide  world  of 
London.  Nay,  so  great  was  the  eagerness  (no  doubt  with 
mkny  tho  eagerness  of  actual  hunger)  to  grasp  at  the  offer 
of  k  omit  of  bread,  upon  any  cohditions,  that  tntiltitudes  of 
the  poor  creatures  were  collected  from  nine  o’clock  in  the  * 
mofhiug,  although  the  hour  specified  in  the  notice  was 
four  o’clock  in  the  afternoon.  Upon  the  alderman  remark¬ 
ing  that  it  was  a  monstrous  thing  to  bring  so  many  poor 
from  such  distances  in  such  a  reckless  manner,  one  of 
the  applicants  exclaimed  that  she  came  from  Stoke  New¬ 
ington. 

Another  Applicant — I  come  from  Regent’s  park. 

Another — I  come  from  Wandsworth. 

Another — I  oorae  from  Islington. 

Another — 1  eome  from  Walworth. 

Another — I  come  from  Bayswater. 

Another — I  come  from  Camberwell  green. 

As  to  the  vagueness  of  the  notice,  however,  it  was  by  no 
means  the  worst  part  of  the  case  against  the  advertising 
house.  The  speaker  of  the  needlewomen  stated  that  she 
herself  had  attended  from  half-past  nine  till  half-past  twelve, 
and  theq  a  pe^n  came  down  and  applied  a  certain  expres¬ 
sion  to  the  applicants  too  coarse  and  indelicate  for  repetition 
here.  A  spiteful  but  ?n‘>-:ectual  attempt  to  retort  this  charge 
upon  the  girls  was  made  by  the  man  who  appeared  to  repre- 
sebt  Pullen.  “  After  we  had  engaged  fifty,”  he  said,  “  w« 
**  told  the  others  to  go  away,  but  they  made  a  great  noise, 

and  used  the  most  disgusting  language.”  The  noise  is 
credible  eboUgh ;  it  id  bedy  to  believe  that  TOO  girls,  who 
bod  been  kept  Waiting,  cola  and  hungry,  for  seteral  hours, 
and  had  good  reason  to  think  themselves  hoaxed^  were  not 
vefy  patietat,  or  very  sileht ;  but  the  magietrate,  judging 
from  (he  depdHmeilt  t>f  tbode  before  him,  tefused  to  credit 
the  otbef  part  of  the  accusation,  and  rebuked  the  accuser 
With  proper  severity.  It  was  evident  enough  on  whose  side 
the  tuiscondiiet  had  been.  The  girls  were  fbrtunately  no 
sitUlli  of  epifittess  regiment,  or  they  would  have  met  with 
worse  usage  tbau  offensive  epithets  and  insinuations,  founded 
on  nothiug  bul  their  youth,  though  one  of  the  conditions 
nstfled  In  the  advertisement.  **We  were  ordered  off,” 
coutiiiued  the  applioant,  *'  and  the  next  instaUt  toms  one, 
was  directed  to  kick  us  out.”  No  contradiction  of  this  was 
givon  or  attempted  on  the  part  of  Mt  Pullen }  the  reply  of 
his  fepresentlitlve  was,  that 

One  at  tbe  young  penoni  present  waa  asked  to  enter  the  wore- 
hoBse,  blit  tvfuaad  io  go  either  in  or  oui. 

The  neesoMuy  infetebee  Is  that  this  poor  girl  at  all  events 
was^  threatened  With  nummary  ejectment  in  the  outrageous 
manner  stated ;  and  in  such  a  case  it  signifies  nothing  to 
how  few  or  how  many  the  unmanly  menace  was  addressed. 
Wd  greatly  re«et  to  see  proof  of  conduct  so  much  to 
be  rdptobiied  brought  borne  to  shop-door  of  any  London 


the  ftM  was  aoprooehabla.  Oiqit  Brooke  wu  reluctantly 
to  retire,  with  the  determination  of  going  better  prepared 
talk  on  a  future  occasion. 


From  this  stotement,  which  wears  a  somewhat  fiUi^ 
bustering  aspect,  it  will  appear  that  the  savages  who  ten 
sears  ago  fled  and  dispersed  at  the  report  of  a  musket; 
oave  now  learnt  the  art  of  fortifying  themseWes,  and  are  in 
possession  of  au  artillery  capable  of  giving  “  a  well-directed 
“discharge  of  grape.”  Such,  then,  at  the  very  moment 
when  300  British  merchants  were  recommending  it  to  her 
Majesty’s  Ministers  os  a  most  eligible  acquisition,  was  the 
state  of  the  principality  of  Sarawak.  To  the  north  a  horde  of 
barbariaus  had  baffled  the  most  powerful  expedition  which 
its  possessor  could  fit  out,  while  to  the  south  it  was  threat¬ 
ened  by  thousands  of  hoetile  Chinese,  full  of  resentment  for 
the  recent  slaughter  ef  their  countrymen.  It  was,  then, 
but  common  prudence  on  tbe  part  of  Lord  Derby,  to  decline 
tbrusting  his  hand  into  a  nest  in  which  he  was  sure  te  find 
po  honey,  and  certain  of  finding  wasps  or  hornets. 
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the  principlee  which  Seneca  profeeaed  Thrasea  lired  oat. 
The  onlj  charge  brought  against  Thrasea  was  that  he  was 
a  Stoic  ;  that  he  shunned  the  temples,  theatres,  and  forums 
and  by  avoiding  thus  the  assemblies  of  men,  snapped  the 
social  bonds  of  rank  and  profession,  and  was  a  deserter 
from  the  Roman  commonwealth.  For  this  crime  he  was 
under  Nero’s  orders,  sentenced  to  death  by  the  senate,  and 
be  met  his  end  proudly  and  oalmly.  Thrasea  was  not  alone 
in  his  martyrdom,  and  such  examples  illustrate  the  spirit 
which  appvMirs  then  to  have  animated  many  of  Roman 
nobles.  Again,  the  Christian  influenoe,  small  as  it  then 
was,  is  not  to  be  overlooked.  Paul  was  at  that  time  pro* 
psgating  a  philosophy  and  a  theology  which  embraced  all 
that  was  noble  in  Stoicism,  and  stretched  a  great  deal 
farther. 

Another  consideration  also  is  to  be  regarded  ia  account- 
ing  for  the  long  submission  of  the  Romans.  Mr^Merhale 
has  incidentally  remarked  that  most  of  Nero’s  victims 
merited  their  fate : 

In  most  at  least  of  the  oases  we  have  notioed  they  were  aasoog  the 
basest,  the  most  abandoned,  and,  when  oooasion  offered,  the  most 
barbwrons  of  their  countrymen.  We  may  presume  that  the  indiffer¬ 
ence  with  which  citizens,  provincials,  and  slaves  witnessed  the  mas¬ 
sacre  of  their  ohiefii,  their  patrons,  their  masten,  was  dertred  finm 


breath  of  the  ruled  but  the  breath  of  the  ruler. 
When  an  Empire  is  in  that  condition,  the  best  pos¬ 
sible  compact  is  that  made  between  the  two  slaves  in 
Plautus,  **  Tu  iaoeto,  ego  mussitabo.  Hoc  optimum  atque 
“  nquissimum  est.”  In  the  case  of  the  Roman  Empire  in 
the  latter  days  of  Nero,  neither  the  ruler  nor  the  ruled  were 
as  still  as  they  should  have  been.  And  yet  decay  of  public 
morals  and  decay  of  liberty  bad  kept  pace  fairly  with  each 
other. 

Mr  Merivale’s  sixth  volume  treats  of  the  period  between 
the  years  54  and  70,  when,  under  the  last  and  basest  of  the 
CiBsars,  Romans  were  least  worthy  of  their  name.  The 
whole  piecework  of  the  Empire  began  after  Nero’s  death, 
even  ^fore  bis  death,  to  fall  asunder.  There  was  a  me¬ 
morable  breaking  up  of  the  great  school  in  which  Europe 
has  learnt  so  many  lessons,  and  the  story  of  the  breaking 
up  will  be  the  subject  of  the  two  concluding  volumes 
of  this  history.  For  them  we  may  have  long  to  wait.  The 
work  as  it  stands  is  complete ;  an  English  scholar’s  reading 
of  the  lives  of  the  Imperial  Ctesars. 

Of  the  volume  now  before  us  Nero  is  hero.  We  see  him 
in  training  as  a  youth,  turning  from  the  counsels  of  his 
teacher  Seneca  to  loose  society,  among  the  idlers  of  the 
court,  and  as  Quintilian  said,  with  bis  palate  educated  be¬ 
fore  his  lips  or  his  tongue,  finding  his  choicest  pleasures  in 
the  kitchen  and  the  circus.  Become  an  Emperor,  one  of 
his  first  public  acts  was  the  murder  of  bis  stepbrother 
Britannicus,  whom  many  looked  upon  as  true  heir  to  the 


the  ipontantmu  oonfeanon  or  a  aymg  penitent,  ab  unreaioraoie 
would  it  be  for  the  phyuoisn  to  endeavour  to  cure  the  ordinary 
ailment!  of  his  patients  by  those  potent  medicines  to  which  he  is  at 
compelled  to  resort  in  cases  of  extreme  necessity.  Nothing 
better  shows  how  fer  the  Tractarian  party  have  erred  from  the  sense 
of  their  church  Hum  that  they  should  adduce  this  office,  distinctly 
limited  as  it  is  to  the  case  specified  to  iustify  the  confessional 
in  every-day  life.  Nay,  their  practice  in  this  respect  would  not  be 
tolenited  even  in  the  Boman  Church,  whose  discipline  they  affect  as ' 
their  model.  It  is  notorious,  that  in  that  communion  the  usual  qua- 1 
lidpAticns  of  a  confessor  are  mature  age,  and  some  knowledge  of  the 
world  and  of  human  nature,  together  with  a  certain  tact  and  skill 
as  a  moral  anatomist;  while  the  time  and  place  for  confesuon 
offer  in  the  case  of  all  but  the  most  depraved,  some  security  against 
its  abuse.  At  any  rate  there  is  not  the  scandal  that  every  raw 
curate,  the  moment  he  has  taken  priest’s  orders,  may  rsMive^  and 
confess  all  the  young  women  of  his  pari^  face  to  face  m  his  private 
quarters.  If  these  men  persist  in  their  ill-judged  attempts  to  quasi- 
Bomanise  the  English  Church,  it  is  evident  that  there  must  be,  if  not 
a  revision  of  her  Uturgy,  at  least  an  explicit  limitation  of  the  func¬ 
tions  of  her  officers  and  an  authoritative  interpretation  of  the  sense  of  | 
her  present  formularies.  But  here  as  elsewhere  reform,  to  be  perma¬ 
nent  and  satisfactory,  miut  be  constitutional.  To  attempt  a  parlia¬ 
mentary  revision  of  the  Prayer  Book  in  the  present  state  of  thinn  u 
to  impose  on  the  House  a  most  uncongenial  task,  and  one  whico,  if, 
carried  out  would  most  certainly  fail  to  be  effectuaL  'There  was  a  j 
time  when  the  clergy  were  one  of  the  estates  of  the  realm ;  they  sat 
and  voted  in  tiie  House  of  Commons,  even  as  an  Irringite  wagel  or  a 
Baptist  minister  does  now;  there  was  also  a  time  when  the  Church 
had  a  parliament  of  her  oam ;  that  assembly  has  since,  as  some  th  mk 
happily,  fallen  into  abeyance ;  the  constitutional  altematiTe  therefore 
is  this,  either  to  relieve  them  of  their  political  disabilities,  or  to  revive 
the  eoclesiastioal  legislature  in  which  the  voice  of  the  laity  of  the 
Church  of  England  (and  none  other  have  a  right  to  be  heard) 
will  be  at  least  as  audible  as  it  would  be  in  the  House  ofi 
Commons.  If  neither  of  these  measures  is  feasible,  better  it 

were  even  to  let  things  take  their  course  as  they  are,  and  trust  to 
English  common-sense  for  arriving  ultimately  at  a  satisfactory 
solution  of  our  difficulties,  than  violently  to  impose  upon  church-  I 
men  a  reformation  at  which  most  of  them  wiU  recalcitrate,  and;

In  the  words  of  one  > 
of  the  worst  of  the  divines  of  the  English  Church,  **  If  the  benefit  of 
that  which  is  newly  better  devised  be  but  small,  sith  the  custom  of, 
easiness  to  alter  and  change  is  so  evil,  no  doubt  to  but  bear  a  tolerable 
sore  is  better  than  to  venture  on  a  dangerous  remedy."  (Hooker  | 
Eccles.  Polity,  iv.  xiv.  2.) 

There  would  be  no  ne^  of  Reform  if  the  clergy  as  a  body  were ; 
thoroughly  imbued  with  the  spirit  of  their  Church  and  of  her  reformers ;  | 
it  is  to  the  sectarian  feeling,  which  is  rampant  at  either  extreme,  that 
we  owe  all  our  preset  perplexity ;  and  should  the  torrent  of  popular 
zeal  be  let  loose  against  the  fabric  of  our  religion,  it  is  to  be  feared , 
that  much  will  be  swept  away  that  all  men  of  mo^rate  views  would 
prefer  to  retain.  Ere  such  an  interposition  become  necessary,  let  us  I 


a  strong  sense  of  the  iniquity  of  their  career,  their  crimes,  and  vises.

a  deep  interest  in  its  subject  matter,  indefatigable  zeal  as  a 
reader,  and  much  energy  of  independent  thought.  ^ 
sees  distinctly  his  own  meanings,  and  expresses  them  with 
clearness,  although  not  without  some  carelessness  of  style. 
From  the  part  of  his  work  before  us,  and  from  his  lonner 
publications,  we  have  reason  to  infer  that  while  he  will  give 
to  his  dictionary  the  consistency  of  his  own  mind,  ho  will 
give  also  the  contents  of  his  mi^  so  freely,  that  it  will  be 
possible  for  each  reader  to  re-arrange  his  facts  and  make 
them  point  to  different  conclusions.  Interspersed  amrag 
biographical  and  critical  notices  of  the  political  economist 
of  every  time  and  country  are  some  longer  notices^  in 
which  especially  we  see  the  character  and  temper  o£  the 
work.  The  article  on  Absenteeism  attacks  Mr  McGullook’a 
argument  against  those  who  believe  that  the  absence  of  kt 
rich  proprietary  is  a  loss  to  any  country.  In  speaking  of 
the  Eryxias  or  About  Wealth  of  ASsohines,  the  earliest 
extant  treatise  on  political  economy,  Mr  Macleod  gives,  by 
ample  extract,  the  opinions  of  iElschines,  and  thus  endones 
them : — 

In  ♦Tiin  treatise,  which  is  the  earliest  known  to  exist  on  the  wb- 
ject,  are  contained  several  of  the  ftmdaraental  oonoeptionB  of  Pditi^ 
Economy.  The  author,  for  instance,  saw  clearly  that  value  ooosiste 
in  exchangeability,  and  that  aU  value  is  local,  that  is  to  say,  * 
t.Viing  may  be  valuable  in  one  place  and  among  some  peopl^  which 
is  utterly  valueless  in  another  place,  and  among  other  people,  and  ewt- 
sequentfy  that  whatever  has  the  quality  of  exchangeabil^  possa^es 
value,  no  matter  what  its  nature  is,  or  howevOT  small  the  sphere  of 
its  exchangeability  may  be.  This  pmciple  is  at  ^  v^  root  of 
Political  ^onoifly,  and  fix)m  its  having  been  very  imperfectljra^ 
and  developed,  is  one  of  the  chief  causes  of  the  imperfset  state  of  tM 
science  at  tiie  present  day.  For  upon  this  doctrine  me  whole  tiieoiy  of 


were  only  other  words  for  the  same  fearful  thing,  the  irresponsible 
owner  oi  a  horde  of  human  chattels.  When  he  seated  himself  in  the 
circus,  and  beheld  the  combats  of  men  with  beasts,  or  of  men  with

Again,  when  he  invaded  a  province 
as  quaestor  or  pro-consul,  and  set  himself  assiduonaly  to  amass  a  for¬ 
tune  without  regard  to  duty  or  humanity,  he  felt,  not  without  pride, 
that  if  among  citizens  he  was  a  citizen, ' 
emperor  among  the  su^ects  of  the  state, 
not  suffer  him  to  be  ind 
done  as  much  or  more 


His  own  conscience  would 
uant  at  a^  tyranny  he  witnessed.  He  had 
limaelf.  Tyranny  was  his  ownbirth^ht: 
how  could  he  resent  its  exercise  in  another  1  unless  it  immediately 
touched  himself,  what  interest  had  he  in  resenting  it 

But  it  is  DOt  in  nature  that  all  who  ore  of  a  nation  should 
become  entirely  vicious  and  debased ;  a  land  in  which  there 
are  not  ten  righteous  is  a  land  upon  which  it  remains  only 
to  rain  fire  and  brimstone,  and  to  blot  it  off  the  earth.  In 
Rome  under  the  empire  there  existed  a  large  body  of  men 
who  sought  to  live  uprightly  in  the  world.  Their  standard 
was  not  the  highest,  and  low  as  it  may  have  been,  it  was 
above  their  actual  reach;  but  they  strove  well,  and  the 
striving  was  their  merit.  Foremost  among  these  men  were 
the  Stoics.  Stoicism  under  Nero  had  lost  much  of  its 
purify ;  but  its  followers  believed  still,  and  asserted  their 
belief,  in  a  divine  will  and  a  divine  justice.  They  taught 
that  there  was  in  the  world  an  ererlaeting  law  of  rectitude ; 
that  it  was  man’s  duty  to  seek  after  this  and  to  enforce  it  in 
his  life,  by  fashioning  his  actions  in  accordance  with  it. 
Seneca,  who  did  not  practise  all  he  preached,  but  in  exte¬ 
nuation  of  whose  faults  much  might  be  said,  asserted,  in 
words  of  his  own  almost  identical  with  those  of  St  Paul,  his 
contemporary,  “  that  God  dwells  not  in  temples  of  wood  or 
"  stone,  nor  needs  the  ministrations  of  human  hands ;  that 
He  has  no  delight  in  the  blood  of  victims ;  that  He  is 
near  to  all  His  creatures ;  that  His  spirit  resides  in  human 
hearts ;  that  all  men  are  truly  His  offsjving ;  that  we  are 
I** all  members  of  one  body,  which  is  Ood  or  Nature; 

the  true  service  of  God  is  to  be  like  unto  Him.”  Thus

Unwilling  to  pass  with  no  more  than  a  glance  the  new 
volume  of  Mr  Merivale’s  clear  and  graphic  history  of  Rome 
nnder  the  Empire,  we  have  reserved  the  book  till  it  has 
almost  ceased  to  be  a  new  one.  It  is  well  to  have  from  an 
English  point  of  view  a  tolerably  full  picture  of  that  which 
some  neighbours  of  England  have  been  taught  to  admire  as 
the  Era  of  the  Csesars.  In  the  sixteenth  century  it  was 
one  pleasure  of  a  scholar  to  amuse  himself  by  arguing 
•gainst  facts  to  prove  his  ingenuity  in  use  of  weapons  of  the 
schools,  and  ho  was  not  to  be  disappointed  of  so  choice  a 
theme  as  the  Encomium  of  Nero.  Such  a  theme  now  can 
Mrve  only  to  enforce  the  praise  of  those  who  govern  against 
facts,  and  play  the  Caesar  with  a  people  perhaps  not  so  ripe 
for  the  sport  as  the  Romans  of  the  Empire  were,  according 
to  the  authority  of  Mr  Merivale  and  other  able  scholars. 

The  Roman  Empire  grew  from  a  demoralised  society  to

with  which  it  is  Mr  Msclsod’s  desire  to  supply  the  biblio- 
gnphioal  knowledge  which  is  tary  often  more  important  Id 
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those  who  consolt  s  dictionary  of  this  kind  than  its  didactic ' 
information.  The  list  of  books  extends  over  a  column  and 
a  half.  Under  the  name  of  Aristotle  we  find  a  good  outline 
of  the  doctrines  of  bis  Politics  and  Economics.  There  are, 
of  course,  long  articles  on  AssigDatM  Md  AUlUr$  Nationaux. 
The  editor  himself  speaks  most  distinctly  in  the  article  on 
Axioms  and  Definitions,  wherein  he  stands  in  antagonism 
to  Mr  John  StOart  Mill,  and  pleads  for  a  settlement  of 
axioms  and  definitions  with  the  belief  that  political  economy 
is  to  be  laieed  to  the  rank  of  an  exact  science.  He  is 
anxious  to  exalt  his  subject  ‘‘  into  the  serene  atmosphere  of 
demonstfation,*'  while  there  is  perhaps  no  fellow  labourer, 
lixing  dr  dead,  with  whom  he,  as  an  independent  thinker, 
has  not  differences  to  discuss.  Mr  Mill  treats  political 
eeooomt  as  an  abstract  science,  and  its  method  as  the 
melhOtf''  d  ;>rian,  or  that  of  abstract  speculation.  Mr 
MaoleOd  argues  that  we  may  reason  in  political  economy 
from  possible  feigned  cases,  precisely  on  tlie  same  principles 
that  goxem  reasoning  upon  experiment,  and  be  writes  at 
considerable  length  to  enforce  the  necessity  of  laying  the 
foundations  of  the  science  of  political  economy  in  true  defi* 
nitions  and  axioms,  formed  by  genuine  induction. 

A  notice  of  some  length  is  giren  to  the  support  of  the 
treatise  on  Value,  written  in  1825,  by  Mr  Samuel  Bailey,  ofj 
Sheffield,  to  oomfute  the  views  held  upon  that  subject  by 
Mallhua  and  Ricardo.  Haring  arrived  at  the  articles  Bank 
and  Banking,  the  editor  of  course  has  more  to  say  than  can 
be  included  in  the  limits  of  the  present  part.  For  the  value 
of  this  part  of  his  Dictionary  we  have  guarantee  in  the  fact 
that  Mr  Macleod  has  already  written  an  able  book  on  the 
Theory  and  Practice  of  Banking. 

Although  by  no  means  in  perfect  accord  with  the  opinions 
of  Mr  Macleod  as  a  political  economist,  we  have  a  high  sense 
of  the  value  of  the  work  he  is  now  undertaking,  and  are 
not  sorry  that  the  projected  dictionary  is  to  be  the  work  of  a 
man  who  is  alike  sturdy  in  reading,  thought,  and  speech. 

Ths  Playt  of  Shake$poare.  Edited  by  Howard  Staunton.

Th^  last  number  of  Mr  Staunton's  Shakespeare  closed 
the  seednd  volume,  which,  when  bound,  will  form  a  hand« 
some  book  of  almost  eight  hundred  pages,  in  which  are 
contained  thirteen  of  the  Plays.  Mr  Staunton's  edition  is 
a  very  sensible  one.  The  text  fairly  accepts  the  good, 
whije  it  avoids  the  pitfalls  set  in  the  way  of  editors  by  Mr 
Colliers  MS.  corrector;  now  and  then,  but  not  often,  Mr 
Staunton  himself  has  a  reading  to  propose ;  as  an  original 
worker  upon  the  text  he  is  not  prosaic  and  he  is  not  meddle* 
some.  His  illustrative  information  is  well  chosen,  and 
sufficient  for  the  purpose  of  a  popular  edition. 

Mr  John  Gilbert  has  in  these  volumes  a  rich  field  offered  to 
his  talent.  He  is  to  employ  his  pencil  indefatigably  upon 
the  whole  works  of  Shakespeare,  and  although  he  presents 
many  conventional  studies,  of  which  it  is  only  to  be  said 
that  they  are  effective,  yet  there  is  no  monthly  part  issued 
that  does  not  contain  at  least  one  or  two  pictures  with 
ori^nal  thought  in  the  design  and  the  true  skill  of  an 
artist  in  the  manner  of  presentment.

HATMAllKXT. 

Mr  Bayle  Bernard's  new  eomedy.  The  Tide  of  Time^  has 
but  two  faults,  and  many  merits.  Too  much  time  is  occu* 
pied,  especially  in  the  first  act,  in  employing  persons  of 
the  drama  to  explain  the  plot ;  and  after  all,  the  plot  is  not 
explained  very  distinctly.  The  conspiracy  of  Miss  Crick- 
bowel's  brother  seems  to  be  an  essential  part  of  it,  but  what 
the  conspiracy  was,  bow  it  affected  the  heroine,  and  why,  or 
ibhat  her  lover  wrote  to  Miss  Crickhowel  on  the  subject,  in 
tbe  letter  that  brought  about  a  final  understanding,  we  were 
act,  at  one  bearing,  able  to  discover.  This  does  not  matter  j 
very  much,  for  what  the  audience  does  not  understand  it 
takes  for  granted  when  the  business  of  the  stage  is  to  its 
taste.  It  is  not  easy  to  be  out  of  humour  with  a  comedy 
like  The  Tide  of  Time,  the  original  work  of  a  playwright 
who  does  not  look  to  France  for  his  material,  and  though 
he  wants  the  Frenchman’s  art  in  the  construction  of  a  plot, 
is  well  furnished  with  English  wit  and  English  earnestness 
of  dealing.  The  story  places  a  new  factory  next  door  to 
an  nld  park,  and  sets  Manchester  to  work  upon  the  good 
hiMit'  of  a  fashionable  daughter  of  the  landed  interest. 
I^amiliar  conflicts  of  opinion  through  which  the  country  has 
advanced  daring  the  last  twenty  years  reappear  upon  the 
stage  deprived  of  all  their  bitterness,  justice  is  done  to 
l^est  principle  on  either  side,  extravagance  is  subjected  to 
n  genial  ridicule,  and  familiar  truths  brightened  with  apt 
tooohes  of  fancy,  delight  the  audience  throughout,  partly  by 
nason  of  the  wit  upon  their  backs,  partly  by  reason  of  their 
own  homely  and  honest  faces. 

Though  the  play  on  the  first  night  flagged  a  little  during 
tho  first  act,  the  second  and  third  acts  were  triumphantly 
sutipessfu).  Opportunity  was  given  for  good  acting  in  scenes 
wUI  devised  to  produce  variety  of  feeling,  and  Miss  Rey- 
neids  gave  to  the  part  of  the.  heroine  all  its  importance. 
She  was  remarkably  well  supported  by  Mr  Howe  in  the 
snore  critical  scenes.  Mr  Backstone  snd  Mr  Compton  have 
eflactiva  parts,  wbioh  produce  merriment  enough  to  establish 
firinly  the  popularity  of  a  comedy  written  with  more  than 
ordinary  care  and  spirit  on  a  very  acceptable  theme.

The  part  of  Fenruddock  in  Cumberland's  Wheel  of 
Fortune^  years  ago  raised  into  importance  by  the  acting  of  a 
Kemble,  has  been  during  the  last  few  days  restored  to  the 
stage  at  Sadler’s  Wellf  by  Mr  Phelps.  The  play  is  only 
good  because  it  furnishes  a  part  which  a  go^  actor  can 
raise  into  great  importance. 

Fenruddock  has  been  betrayed  in  love  by  bis  friend 
Woodville,  who  afterwards  at  the  dice  table  brings  ruin 
upon  wife  and  son.  His  gaming  losses  are  to  a  mao 
whose  possessions  Fenruddock,  after  years  of  brooding 
disappointment  spent  in  the  life  of  a  recluse,  sud* 
denly  inherits.  The  estates  of  the  false  friend  are  his, 
and  the  debts  are  to  him.  He  comes  into  the  world  with 
his  sympathies  and  his  affections  frozen,  but  the  warm 
hearts  of  young  men  beat  angrily  about  him,  his  old  love  is 
fresh  within  him.  There  is  a  sudden  break-up  of  the  ice 
marked  when  Fenruddock  takes  the  band  of  Mrs  Wood- 
villa  saying,  **You  bear  a  strange  resemblance  to  your 
**  mother,"  a  change  not  wholly  in  Mr  Phelps’s  power  to 
mark  as  tradition  says  it  once  was  marked  by  alteration  of 
the  voice  of  a  great  actor,  yet  still  full  of  a  true  pathos. 
But  it  is  in  the  last  act,  in  the  scene  with  Mrs  Wood¬ 
ville,  that  Mr  Phelps  takes  most  complete  possession  of  bis 
audience.  The  quiet  struggle  of  the  self-contained  man  to 
conquer  and  hide  bis  emotion,  the  tenderness  of  heart  that 
has  indeed  become  his  strength  and  is  the  new  form  of  his 
dignity,  are  marked  with  a  taste  that  never  by  one  coarse 
stroke  invites  attention  from  the  audience. 

The  whole  performance  of  the  part  is  heartily  appreciated 
by  the  well-trained  public  of  Sadler’s  Wells,  and  Mrs 
Charles  Young’s  skill  in  refined  comedy — to  which  full  ex¬ 
ercise  is  given  by  the  part  of  Emily  'Tempest — is  nowhere 
appreciated  better  than  in  this  small  theatre  at  Pentonville. 
The  other  parts  are  well  filled,  Mr  Henry  Marston  as 
Charles  Sydenham,  and  Mr  John  Chester  as  the  Welsh 
lover,  Sir  David  Daw,  being  entitled  to  especial  mention.

LECTURES  ON  THE  PHIL080PH1  OF  SHAKESPEARE.  I 

Mr  Montgomery  Stuart's  lecture  of  last  Wednesday  at 
the  Edwards’  Stivet  Literary  Institution  was  upon  the 
First  Part  of  Henry  IV. 

He  began  by  reference  to  the  time  of  the  play  as  a 
transition  period.  The  first  great  attack  on  the  prin¬ 
ciple  of  divine  right  had  been  made  in  Richard  II.  In 
that  play  the  Bishop  of  Carlisle,  whilst  condemning 
the  errors  and  follies  of  Richard,  had  foretold  the  dangers 
of  the  Revolutionary  precedent.  Richard  himself  had 
also  prophesied  that  the  very  men  who  bad  assisted 
Bolingbroke  would  be  the  first  to  turn  against  him,  when 
they  found  the  rewards  for  service  less  than  their  desires. 
The  whole  character  of  Henry  IV — “  this  king  of  smiles,” 
as  Hotspur  calls  him — the  constant  acting  to  which  he  con¬ 
fesses  on  his  death-bed  ;  his  talk  of  peace  while  be  prepares 
armaments  for  the  Holy  Land  to  employ  mutinous  spirits ; 
the  tact  with  which  be  seeks  and  obtains  popularity ;  re¬ 
minded  the  lecturer  of  the  GiUzen  King,  the  modern 
Ulysses,  the  Napoleon  of  Peace.  Syria  was  to  be  his 
Africa ;  Jerusalem  his  Algiers.  Between  Henry  IV  and 
Hotspur,  the  great  political  contrast  was  pointed  out,  the 
most  true  and  effective  dramatic  contrast  following  there¬ 
from.  It  was  shown  how  from  the  hollowness  and  insin¬ 
cerity,  the  shabbiness  and  selfishness  of  this  King’s  court, 
his  own  son  might  naturally  seek  relief  even  in  the  society 
of  such  a  scapegrace  as  Falstaff.  Henry  IV  was,  in  short, 
what  Machiavelli  would  have  termed  a  **  nuovo  principe." 
An  old  government  had  been  overthrown,  a  new  one  not  yet 
firmly  established,  and  the  King  himself  felt  every  moment 
what  Napoleon  felt  at  St  Helena  when,  wanting  the  sanction 
of  legitimacy,  he  exclaimed,  **  Ah,  were  I  but  my  grandson !" 

Tbe  examination  of  the  King's  character,  and  of  the 
character  of  the  Prince  and  Hotspur,  formed  about  one- 
half  of  tbe  lecture ;  the  other  was  almost  entirely  de¬ 
voted  to  tbe  analysis  of  Falstaff.  Mr  Stuart  said  that 
he  was  (under  the  peculiar  conditions  of  mediaeval  life)  the 
parasite  of  the  ancient,  the  diner-out  of  the  modem  world, 
and  quoted  at  some  length  the  defence  which  an  Athenian 
Falstaff,  “  The  Parasite,”  of  Lucian,  gives  of  the  glorious 
art.  “  That  art  and  science,”  he  says — "  for  it  is  both  art 
‘*and  science— excels  all  others  as  tbe  end  excels  tbe 
**  means.  For  what  end  do  orators  harangue,  and  states- 
“  men  intrigue,  and  warriors  fight?  Is  it  not,  when  all  is 

done,  just  to  enable  them  to  get  good  dinners  ?  Now,"  says 
the  Parasite,  "  I  show  my  sense  and  sagacity,  by  beginning 
“at  once  where  they  can  only  hope  to  end.”

FOREIGN  AND  COLONIAL  NEWS, 

PRANCE. 

Thb  Bcdoxt  for  1860. — This  document,  juit  published  in  tbe 
Moniteur,  cannot  be  regarded  at  of  much  importance,  einoe  it  deals 
with  a  period  the  requirements  of  which  at  t^  moment  it  would  be 
idle  to  scan  in  any  ooimtry,  and  more  particularly  in  France.  Aeoord- 
ing  to  his  hopes,  M.  Maone  would  then  find  the  revenue  not  only 


ing  to  lus  nopee,  M.  aLtrae  would  then  find  the  revenue  not  only 
si^cient  for  the  service  of  the  year,  but  such  as  to  afford  the  means 
of  raising  the  salaries  of  the  smaller  public  officials  and  the  magistracy, 
whose  fidelity  is  thus  for  tbe  present  inexpensively  stimulated,  and  to 
yield  an  extra  800,600/.  to  he  applied  to  the  sinkmg  fund.  The  rest 
of  the  statement  is  devoted  merely  to  an  tmposi  of  the  manner  in 
which  the  Budgets  of  the  past  four  years  have  been  kept  free  from 
deficits. 

Thb  CtAnc  on  Portvoal.— The  commission  appointed  to  consi¬ 
der  the  indemnity  to  be  claimed  from  Portugal,  on  the  lubject  of  the 
Charlee-Oeorgee,  will  soon  have  completed  its  labours.  It  is  com¬ 
posed  of  M.  ^udin,  sub-director,  in  the  office  of  Forein  affairs,  of 
matters  in  litigation,  and  Captain  Bosse,  of  the  navy.  The  latter  is 
just  returned  from  Bordeaux,  where  he  hae  been  to  eatiefy  himself 
of  the  state  of  the  ship.  No  more,  it  is  stated,  will  be  aued  from 
Portugal  than  the  sum  strictly  due. 

Miscxllanbocb  Facts.— llie  Grand  Duke  Constantine  of  Russia 
is  expected  in  Peris  to-morrow. - M.  Berard,  one  of  the  most  emi¬ 

nent  physiciane  in  Paris,  and  an  inspeotor  of  the  medical  spools, 
died  a  few  days  since,  of  apoplexy.— —M.  Quisot  ia  at  present  occu¬ 
pied  in  correcting  the  proof-ueets  of  a  new  volume  of  his  Memoirs. 
This  volume  bnngs  them  down  to  the  revolution  of  1830  and  the 

establishment  of  the  monarchy  of  July. - M.  Roger  de  Beauvoir 

met  with  a  sad  accident  on  Monday  night,  at  the  Theatre  Beaumar¬ 
chais,  Paris,  while  attending  the  rehearsal  of  one  of  his  own  pieces. 
He  fell  through  the  trap  door  in  which  tbe  prompter's  box  is  com¬ 
monly  placed  and  broke  bis  leg  in  two  places. - General  Niel  has 

received  a  letter  of  thanks  from  Queen  Victoria  for  a  copy  of  his 
journal  of  the  siege  of  Sebasto^l,  which  he  presented  to  her  Msjesty. 
The  letter  pays  a  high  compliment  to  the  work,  and  expresses  her 
Majesty's  gratitude  for  the  handsome  manner  in  which  the  general 
speaks  of  the  English  army. - The  Commiseion  appointed  to  ex¬ 

amine  the  question  of  the  immigratioa  of  free  negroes  has  held  three 
meetings.  At  their  last  sitting  M.  Lejeune,  who  commanded  a  ship 
on  the  coast  of  Africa,  was  examined.  His  evidence  was  favourable 
to  the  measure.  The  Government  have  invited  the  presence, 
of  English  naval  officers,  who  have  served  on  the  African  coast 
in  order  to  obtain  their  information  and  evidence  upon  tbe  subject. 

- The  Commission  of  Marshals  appointed  to  classify  the  officers  in 

the  army  subsequent  to  tho  late  general  inspection  ia  now  sitting 

under  the  presidency  of  Marshal  Vaillant. - The  great  medical 

cause  which  has  been  so  long  pending  at  Paris  between  the  allopa- 
thists  end  the  homoeopathists,  was  terminated  last  week  to  the  dis¬ 
comfiture  of  the  latter.  The  case,  in  a  word,  was  simply  this : — 
The  Union  Medicalo  some  time  since  stigmati^  bomoaopatby  as  a 
pretended  science,  and  its  profeaeors  as  charlatans.  Upon  t^  twen^- 
four  homoeopathists  of  Paris  brought  an  action  for  liheL  M.  EmiUe 
Ollivier  did  his  best  for  them,  but  the  court,  after  a  hearing  of  several 

days,  dismissed  the  case  with  costs. - Crinoline  catastrophes  are 

now  as  frequent  as  railway  accidents.  The  Memoriale  des  Pyrenes 
mentions  the  case  of  a  lady  whose  drese  caught  fire.  Tbe  hoops  kept 
the  fiouncee  at  such  an  enormous  distance  from  her  person,  that  her 
legs  remained  uninjured  in  the  midst  of  fismee ;  but  when  the  firo 
reached  her  waist,  she  was  horribly  burnt.  She  remained  in  a  state 

of  dreadful  suffering,  with  little  hope  of  recovery. - A  Government 

French  engineer  hM  been  placed  at  the  diapo^  of  Archduke  Con- 
stanting  for  ^e  series  of  naval  dockyard  worka  about  to  be  con¬ 
structed  at  the  Russian  port  of  Yillafranca. - Great  apprehension 

was  lately  felt  in  literary  ciroles  in  Paris  at  tbe  absenoe  of  any  tidings 
of  Theophile  Gautier,  who  was  known  to  have  taken  shipping  at 
lUel,  to  proceed  to  St  Petersburg.  He  tossed  about  for  a  month, 
and  has  at  last  turned  up  at  Cronstadt,  of  his  entrance  into  which 
haven  he  gives  a  very  graphic  account  in  the  Moniteur.— In  the 
window  of  the  library,  212  Rue  de  Rivoli,  there  has  lately  been 

exhibited  an  enmved  portrait  of  Mr  Charles  Dickens,  with  a  beard, 
d  la  impiriaU,  utting  at  a  desk  in  a  thoughful  position,  and  writing. 
The  police  entered  the  shop  the  other  day  and  told  the  proprietor  in 
very  angir  terms  to  take  the  engravi^  out  of  the  window.  They 
mistook  Mr  Dickens’s  portrait  for  a  oaricaturo  ef  the  Emperor.— 
Great  preparations  are  being  made  at  tbe  Palais  de  J ostioe,  Paris, 
for  the  hearing  of  M.  Montalembert’s  appeal,  on  the  21st.  The  inte¬ 
rior  arrangements  of  the  building  have  been  altered.  A  private  entry 
is  specially  reserved  for  magistrates. 

OREECEL — A  letter  from  Athens  says  that  the  Greek  Government 
is  no  longer  deceived  with  the  idea  of  annexing  the  Ionian  Islands  to 
continental  Greece.  It  appears  that  M.  Tricoupi,  the  Greek  Ambas¬ 
sador  at  London,  communicated  with  his  Government  on  this  sub¬ 
ject,  and  clearly  told  tbe  King  (in  a  private  despatch)  that  the  Bri¬ 
tish  Cabinet  had  no  intention  of  renouncing  the  protectorate  of  the 
Ionian  Islands.  His  despatch  arrived  on  the  very  day  when  Count 
Orozoff,  the  Russian  ambassador,  gave  a  pud/ste  to  tbe  “Napists,” 
to  congratulate  themselves  on  what  they  helieved  to  be  the  approach¬ 
ing  cession  of  the  Greek  isles  to  the  crown  of  King  Otbo.  In  the 
middle  of  the  banquet  they  learnt  by  a  telegraphic  despatch  the 
declaration  of  her  Majesty'a  Oovernment,  and  the  guests  departed 
sadly  disappointed. 

UNITED  STATES. — The  Canada  has  brought  advices  to  the 
2Dd  inst.  A  despatch  from  Washington  states  that  the  mercan^e 
classes  in  New  York  are  determined,  if  possible,  to  prevent  the  in¬ 
crease  of  the  tariff.  The  oorreepondent  of  the  New  Yoric  Times 
states  that  Secretary  Cobb  was  to  leave  tbe  Treasu;^  in  about  tan 
days,  probably  to  take  the  miaaioa  to  London.  The  crew  of  the 
slaver  Haidee  bad  been  released,  tbe  judge  of  the  Circuit  Court 
having  ruled  that  tbe  veeeel  did  not  oome  within  the  provisione  of 
the  statute,  as  the  bad  been  lold  by  her  Amerioen  owner.  They 
were,  however,  retained  in  prison  to  answer  other  charges.  At 
Columbia,  South  Carolina,  in  the  case  of  the  Echo,  the  grand^  jury 
had  thrown  out  the  hilL  The  report  of  the  Howard  Association  of 
New  Orieans  of  the  reenlts  of  the  epidemic  this  year  ehowed  a  total 
of  4,850  deaths  by  yellow  fever  from  June  27  to  November  21.  ^e 
greateet  number  of  deaths  in  one  week  was  474,  for  the  week  ending 
September  19,  which  wac  the  crisis  of  tbe  epidemic.  Afterwards  it  de¬ 
clined  rapidly. — The  City  of  Baltimore  has  since  brought  dates  to  the 
4^  inst.  'Members  of  Congress  and  strangers  were  aaeemblin^  at 
Washington,  preparatory  to  the  opening  of  the  eeteionon  tbe  6th  met. 
The  report  that  ^cretary  Cobb  wae  about  to  quit  tbe  cabinet  and 
sticceM  Mr  Dallas  in  tne  mission  to  London  is  stated  to  he  wh(dly 
untrue.  Tbe  President  had  received  information  from  Japan  that  a 
full  embassy  from  that  country  will  make  its  appearance  at  Wash¬ 
ington  some  time  in  May  or  J  une  next.

Havelock,  who,  when  the  insurreotion  broke  out,  was  a  man  of 
advaaoed  years— hia  life  had  been  passed  in  Bervieea  duly  and  atriotly 
performed,  but  comparatively  obeeure ;  and  two  yeari  ago,  neith« 
himself  nor  hia  friends  could  have  anticipated  that  he  would  toke  q 
place  in  history.  Ho  sought  only  to  do  the  work  that  lay  before 
him.  Distinction  was  long  delayed— it  came  unsought  for— but  it 
earnest  lost.’*  Lord  Stanley  pointed  out  a  similar  lesson  in  the 
career  of  Sir  W.  Nott ;  and  as  inducements  not  to  be  discouraged  ha 
^oted  toe  anecdotes  of  Lord  Metcqlfe  and  of  the  latp  Duka  of 
Wellington  wisl^ing  to  give  up  their  careers  at  an  early  period,  and 
continued : — “And  bear  in  mind  that  when  the  time  of  trial  arrives 
— as  arrive  it  will  to  those  who  can  work  and  wait — a  few  months, 
a  few  weeks,  even  a  few  days  may  snffioe  to  build  up  the  edifloe  of 
feme  and  success  for  which  the  whole  of  your  previous  life  has  beeu 
training.  But  such  chances  occur  only  for  those  who  canjtum  them 
to  account,  and  for  the  highest  success  even  of  a  militarv  life  a 
merely  military  training  is  a  very  insufficient  qualification.  No  man, 

I  believe,  can  be  a  really  efficient  general,  far  less  an  efficient 
administrator,  who  does  not  carefully  study  the  human  machinery 
with  which  he  is  to  work,  the  people  of  the  country  in  which  ha 
lives  and  acts.  Do  not  imagine  that  your  work  is  more  than  begun 
when  yon  have  acquired  the  neoemary  qualification  of  language, 
Examine  the  native  habits,  examine  native  ideas,  examine  native 
characters,  and  you  will  gaip  at  least  this,  even  if  you  gain  nothing 
else,  that  you  will  avoid  that  ignorant  and  unwise  contempt  for  ul 
that  is  Asiatic,  which  personally  and  politically  does  Englitomen  to 
much  harm  in  tho  East  You  cannot  live,  however  you  may  attempt 
it,  in  a  state  of  indifference  to  those  who  surround  you.  If  you  do 
not  bear  them  good  will,  you  will  bear  them  ill  will ;  and  as  it  seems 
tbe  law  of  nature  between  different  races  of  men,  that  until  they 
get  acquainted,  a  certain  repugnance  shall  exist,  so  it  is  eqiuUy 
certain  that  by  better  knowledge  wril  that  repugnanoe  be  disi^ed, 
Were  I  addressing  you  this  time  last  year,  I  should  have  addressed 
a  word  of  caution  against  the  popular  absurdity — for  it  is  no  less — 
of  imputing  to  150  millions  of  mankind  a  participation  in  the 
atrocities  of  a  few  criminals  and  fanatics.  But  that  sort  of  feeling 
is  over  in  England — it  has  almost  come  to  an  end ;  we  are  free  from 
tbe  influence  of  passion,  and  we  have  Icamt  to  recognise  in  men  like 
Scindia,  like  the  Rajah  of  Puttealeh,  like  the  Nizam  and  his  minister 
of  Salais,  like  Jung  Babadoor — aye,  and  like  the  gallant  native 
recruits  who  have  fought  side  by  side  with  Europeans,  ^  with 
no  unequal  courage,  against  rebels  and  mutineers — tbe  possession  of 
manly  qualities  that  may  make  us  well  content  to  recognise  them  as 
friends  and  supporters  of  British  power.  I  have  ^>oKen  to  you  as 
men  who  aspire  to,  and  all  arc  prepared  to  struggle  for,  the  bighcot 
prize  of  life,  and  I  hold  it  needless  to  warn  you  against  the  vulgar 
temptation  of  indolence,  or  extravagance,  or  pleasure.  Others  will 
tell  you,  and  I  believe  it  will  not  be  in  vain,  how  the  Mghteet 
prospects  may  be  clouded,  and  the  moat  vigorous  energies  impaired 
by  debts  hastily  contracted,  and  not  for  long  years  shaken  oflf. 
Oihers  will  warn  you  that  you  are  one  of  the  few  among  the  many, 
and  1  think  you  will  take  the  warning  that  in  a  climate  not  naturally 
congenial  to  Englishmen  the  connection  between  even  a  slight  viola¬ 
tion  of  temperance  and  disease  of  body  and  mind  is  far  more  invari¬ 
able  and  certain  than  at  home.  I  add  only  this  :  Remember  (though 
to  some  of  you  it  may  have  a  startling  sound)  that  for  an  European 
in  India  there  is,  strictly  speaking,  no  private  life  ;  he  is  one  of  the 
ruling  race — the  few  among  the  many — one  of  a  population  some 
10,000  strong  among  more  than  one  hundred  millions.  There  are 
little  03  he  may  know  or  care  about  it,  quick  eyes  to  watch  his  con¬ 
duct,  and  envious  tongues  ready  enough  to  disparage  bis  nation  and 
bis  race.  This  is  not  merely  a  personal  matter.  A  single  officer 
who  forgets  that  he  is  an  officer,  and  a  gentleman,  does  more  harm 
to  the  moral  influence  of  this  country  than  ten  men  of  blameless  life 
can  do  good.  To  you,  therefore,  in  more  senses  than  one,  the  honour 
of  England  is  committed ;  you  aro  the  representatives,  not  only  of 
our  military  strength,  but  also  of  our  national  character.  You  go 
forth  from  a  college  which  has  trained  through  a  long  series  of  years 
many  of  the  ablest  public  servants  whom  the  empire  has  ever  pro¬ 
duced.  I  hope  that  its  permanence  and  its  prosperity  may  be  equal, 
to  its  deserts ;  that  you,  its  latest  representatives,  may  be  worthy  of 
those  who  have  gone  before,  and  that  among  too  names  of  those  whom 
1  address,  some  names,  at  least,  may  live  in  the  records,  not  only  of 
this  college,  but  of  the  country,  connected  with  honourable  exploits 
of  war,  or  with  the  glory  of  skilful  and  successful  administration.  I 
wish  vou  God  speed,  and  I  believe  that  whatovor  way  happen  you 
will  do  your  duty. 

The  Duke  of  ■Wellimoton’s  Wish  to  Retire  fwu4  the 
Army. — The  common  report  to  which  Lord  Stanley  referred  in 
reference  to  the  Duke  of  Wellington  is  not  unfounded,  but  is  a 
matter  of  history.  That  greatest  of  generals  and  safest  of  stat^men 
left  Eton  undistinguished  unless  by  nis  flght  with  Bobus  Smith  (a 
oorrespondi.nt  of  the  Titnes,  an  old  Etonian,  eighty-six  yeari  of  age, 
who  was  present  at  the  fight,  says  it  was  not  the  Duke  who  fovight 
;  with  Bobus  Smith,  but  another  boy  whom  he  names).  He  com¬ 
pleted  his  military  course  at  Angers  without  attracting  attention, 
and  after  baying  passed  from  the  infantry  to  the  cavalry  twice  and 
back  again,  applied  by  letter,  dated  Trim,  June  27, 1795,  to  the  tken 
Viceroy  of  Ireland,  Lord  Cam^em  for  emplqym^t  in  the  revsnua  or 
treasury  boards.  Fortunately,  Lord  Camden  did  not  wish  to  stoiI 
a  first-rate  soldier  by  acceding  to  his  request,  and  the  result  was  toat 
Colonel  Wellesley  joined  the  33rd  Regiment  at  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope 
in  September,  1796^  whence  he  proceeded  to  Bengal,  where  ha  amved 
in  1797.  prom  that  period  the  history  of  Colonel  Wellesley  forma 
a  portion  of  tbe  history  of  Eurode. 

The  Court-Martial  on  the  Deserter  to  the  — The 

proceedings  and  finding  of  the  general  court-martial  which  assem¬ 
bled  at  Chatham  garrison  on  the  26to  ult.,  for  the  trial  of  the  traitor 
Thomas  Tole,  a  private  in  the  1st  battalion  7to  Royal  Fnailien,  who 
when  serving  with  bis  regiment  before  Sefoiatopol  deoerted  to  the 
Russian  enemy,  having  been  approved  and  confirmed  by  toe  Com¬ 
mander  in-Chief,  the  sentence  of  the  court  was  read  on  Thureday. 
The  prisoner  deserted  to  the  Russians  in  January,  1855,  and  it  was 
doubtless  the  information  he  then  gave  which  led  to  a  general  attack 
on  the  English  lines  shortly  after.  At  the  teraunatioa  of  toe  wu  toe 
prisoner,  being  afraid  to  return  to  England,  remained  at  St  peten- 
burgh  until  last  year,  when  he  was  sent  home  by  Lord  Wodehouse, 
and  was  shortly  a^r wards  apprehended  in  Manohester,  and  charged 
with  being  a  deserter.  Owing,  however,  to  the  difficulty  of  provifig 
that  he  was  a  deserter,  he  waa  released,  but,  further  proof  having  beea 
obtained,  he  was  again  arrested,  and  brought  to  trial.  T^  Court 
found  the  prisoner  guilty,  and  sentenced  him  to  be  kept  in  penal 
servitude  for  life.  After  the  sentence  had  been  read  the  prisoner  waa 
removed  in  charM  of  a  otrong  escort,  and  wiR  bo  sent  to  the  oonviot 
establishment  at  Millbaito.  •  •  i

"  That  tte  asaociatioo  ahall  seek  to  promote  an  extension  of  the  auf- 
frage,  not  less  than  that  which  shall  eonfrr  on  every  eoeupier  in 
countiee  of  land  or  houses  of  the  annual  vMue  of  10/.  tho  right  to  vote 
for  members  of  parliament  for  euoh  counties  or  divisions  m  counttea. 
That  the  association  shall  also  seek  to  proippte  the  extension  of  the 
suffrage  in  boroughs,  not  leas  than  that  which  shall  confer  on  every 
male  person  who  is  rated,  or  liable  to  be  rated,  for  the  relief  of 
poor,  for  any  tenement  or  part  of  a  tcnepmnt,  the  right  to  vote  for 
members  of  parliament.  That  it  shall  seex  to  secure  a  more  equal 
distribution  of  members  of  parliament  in  reference  to  population 
and  property.  Also  to  secure  to  the  voter  the  uncontrolled  exercise  of 
the  foanthise  by  affording  him  the  protection  of  the  ballot ;  and  in 
order  to  give  more  frequent  opportunities  for  the  expression  of 
national  opinion,  to  shorten  the  duration  of  pariiamenta."  Mr 
Pankhurst  seconded  tte  resolution.  An  amendment  in  favour  of  a 
rating  suffrage  for  tte  counties  was  moved,  but  the  original  resolution 
was  adopted  all  but  unanimously.  A  suggestion  by  the  chairman, 
that  the  association  shouldRbe  called  the  ”  l.iancashire  Reiormcra' 
Union,”  was  alao  agreed  to  unanimously. 


MORE  GOVERNMENT  ARRESTB. 

On  Sunday  evening,  considerable  excitement  was  caused  in  Bel¬ 
fast  by  the  general  report  that  a  Riband  Lodge  had  been  captured  in 
Belfast.  The  facts  are  as  follows : — At  six  o’clock  a  party  of 
constabulary,  fully  armed,  surrounded  a  public-house  in  Cromac 
street,  kept  by  a  woman  named  M’Kee,  and  arrested  some  fifteen 
persons  who  were -there  assembled  on  the  charge  of  being  members  of 
an  illegal  society.  The  prisoners  were  immediately  marched  to  the 
police-office,  where  Mr  Tracey,  resident  magistrate,  and  the  inspet  tor 
and  sub-inspector  of  constabulary  were  in  attendance.  The  committal 
was  made  out,  and  the  men  were  immediately  marched  off,  under  a 
strong  escort,  and  lodged  in  the  county  of  Antrim  Gaol.  The  men 
who  hare  been  arrested  are  believed  to  be  all  Roman  Catholics,  and, 
of  course,  the  report  goes  that  they  were  members  of  a  Riband 
Lodge.  They  are  of  the  class  of  working  men,  and  of  ages  ranging 
from  mere  lads  to  grey-haired  nen.  Accounts  from  Kerry,  received 
on  Monday,  announce  the  arrests  of  thirteen  persons,  charged  with 
being  members  of  an  illegal  society.  Nine  of  the  prisoners  were 
taken  in  the  town  of  Kenmare,  and  four  in  Killamey.  They  are 
all  intelligent  and  respectable  young  men. 

The  f(^owing,  from  the  corre^ndent  of  the  Evening  Mail,  gives 
the  latest  news  from  Kerry : — “  Killamey,  Tuesday. — No  new' arrests 
have  been  made  here  since  I  wrote  to  you  on  Sunday,  but  two 
additional  prisoners  were  brought  in  yesterday  morning  from  Ken¬ 
mare  by  head-  constable  Downes  and  a  party  of  constabulary  from 
thqt  station ;  their  names  are  Florence  O’SuUivan,  sen.,  father  of 
the  young  man  of  the  same  name  who  was  arrested  here  on  Saturday 
evening,  and  Daniel  O' SuUi van,  a  National  schoolmaster  from  Tuosist, 
beyond  Kenmare.  They  are  both  at  present  lodged  in  the  constabu¬ 
lary  barracks  here,  whence  the  four  Killamey  prisoners  were 
removed  on  Sunday  evening  to  the  district  Bridewell  of  this  tow'n. 
It  is  very  difficult  to  obtain  any  information  as  to  the  plans  and 
movements  of  the  constabulary,  which  arc  marked  with  the  utmost 
caution  and  circumspection,  but  it  is  gwicraUy  believed  that  they  are 
imder  the  guidance  of  that  experienced  officer,  Mr  James  O’Connor, 
late  superintendent  of  the  Dublin  detective  force,  who  has  been 
staying  here  for  some  days.  The  claws  of  persons  involved  in  this 
nefarious  conspiracy  is  composed  chiefly  of  young  men  engaiged  in 
mercantile  pursuits,  in  the  capacity  of  drapers’  and  grocers'  assistants 
Md  National  schoolmasters,  and  it  is  deeply  to  ne  deplored  that 
innocent  and  virtuous  youth  has,  to  a  fearful  extent,  been  corrupted 
by  the  latter.  Several  young  lads,  not  exceeding  sixteen  years  of 
age,  have  actually  been  sworn  into  the  club,  and  some  of  them  have, 
I  understand,  abended  from  their  homes,  lest  the  strong  arm  of  the 
law  should  seize  upon  them.  It  is  stated  that  a  strung  reinl'orcement 
of  constabulary  is  expected  here  from  the  dep«)t  at  the  Park,  and  that 
immediately  on  its  arrival  further  and  numerous  arrests  will  be  made. 
I  am,  however,  bound  to  state  to  you  that,  strong  as  the  feeling  of 
sympathy  may  be  for  the  families  of  the  misguided  young  men  who 
have  been  entrapped  into  this  infamous  conspiracy,  none  whatever 
appears  to  be  entertained  for  the  club.  The  press  appears  to  me 
erroneously  to  confound  the  ‘  Phoenix  Club  ’  with  tte  ‘  Riband 
Society,’  w'hereas  I  am  assured  that  they  are  separate  and  distinct 
bodies  ;  but,  be  this  as  it  may,  neither  seems  to  be  much  in  favour  in 
this  town,  as  on  the  occasion  of  tte  departure  of  the  cavalcade  of 
prisoners  for  Tralee  on  Saturday  last,  alttough  it  was  market  day, 
and  a  large  crowd  had  assembled,  the  attempt  to  get  up  a  cheer  as  the 
party  started  was  not  only  faint,  but  a  decided  failure.” 

Aceounts  from  Cork  state  that  the  preliminary  investigation  or 
consultation  by  the  authorities,  aided  by  Sir  Matthew  Barrington,  in 
the  caae  of  the  parties  under  arrest  tnere,  was  proceeding  at  the 
county  gaol  with  closed  doois.  Examiner  of  Wednesday  night 
contains  tte  following  information  with  respect  to  the  progress  of  the 
magisterial  inquiry Sir  M.  Barrington,  tte  Crown  Solicitor, 
arrived  here  on  Monday,  to  conduct  the  proceedings  relative  to  tte 
arrests  made  under  the  recent  proclamation  by  the  government.  The 
agent  for  the  prisoners,  Mr  M’Carthy  Downing,  on  tte  same  day 
obtained  an  mt«Tiew  with  his  clients,  in  order  to  prepare  for  their 
defence.  The  investigation  had  been  promised  for  Tuesday, 
but  after  various  conferences  between  the  crown  solicitor  and  the 
magistrate,  it  was  announced  that  the  investigation  could  not  take 
plaM  before  Tuesday  next,  the  reasons  stated  being  that  tte  informa¬ 
tions  were  not  complete.  About  six  o’dock  the  prisonera  were  rouaed 
out  of  their  beds  and  brought  before  tte  magistrates  at  the  gaol,  in 
order  to  have  Sub-inspector  Caulfield  depose  that  he  expected  further 
information,  and  theiefore  demanded  a  remand  for  a  week.  The 
request  waa  acceded  to.  The  agent  of  the  prisoners  was  not  present 


MR  BRIGHT  AT  EDINBURGH. 


On  Wednesday  evening  Mr  Bright  addresaed  s  large  meeting  in 
the  Music-hall,  Edinburgh,  on  the  subject  of  Parliamentary  reform. 
Mr  Bright,  after  some  preliminary  words,  said  that  this  great  meeting 
waa,  with  probably  few  exoeptiona,  favourable  to  Parliamentary 
reform,  and  that  opinion  in  favour  of  reform  waa  held  apparently 
universally  by  all  dosses  of  the  people.  They  could  scarcely  find  a 
statesman— he  meant  of  tte  official  class — who  was  aninst  it,  even 
were  they  to  advertise  and  oiler  a  rewaid  for  him.  He  referred  to 
the  successive  Governments  of  Russell,  Aberdeen, and  Lord  Palmerston 
as  having  all  been  pledged  to  Parliamentary  reform,  and  said  that, 
more  amusing  still,  ttey  now  found  the  only  Government  possible, 
representing  the  conservative  party,  without  pressure  on  them, 
engaged  in  preparing  a  measure  of  reform,  and  putting  one  ingredient 
after  another  into  it.  in  the  hope  of  offering  to  the  country  something  < 
that  Parliament  and  the  country  might  approve.  He  hoped  that  it 
would  not  be  of  that  sort  of  feast  it  was  said  sometimes  the  Spanish  ' 
host  set  before  his  guests,  consisting  of  very  little  meat  and  a  great  < 
deal  of  tablecloth.  This  unanimity  had  not  arisen  from  popular  | 
clamour.  This  change  in  opinion  had  arisen  from  another  cause —  j 
from  the  steady  pressure  of  the  growing  power  of  the  people.  What 
was  it  that  they  now  wanted  ?  To  extend  the  political  power  of  the  * 
people.  In  so  doing  ttey  must  neot  ssarily  diminish  the  political ' 
power  of  certain  small  claaeca  in  thq  country.  They  did  not  now 

ftropoae  to  limit  the  power  of  the  Crown,  but  they  did  propose  to 
imit  the  power  of  tho  aristocratic  classes,  and  to  do  that  by  allowing 
public  intelligence,  public  interests,  and  public  virtue  to  play  their 
part  in  the  legislation  of  the  country.  They  proposed  simply  to 
carry  a  little  further  the  principles  of  the  Act  of  1832.  Mr  Bright 
then  adverted  to  the  various  fqgturea  of  the  Bills  of  1862  and  1864, 
and  said  the  great  object  of  these  Bills  was  that  there  should  be  less 
of  the  individual  influence  of  smaller  classes,  and  more  of  the  influence 
and  power  which  in  every  free  country  must  rest  in  the  great  body 
of  the  people.  Their  object  in  the  present  movement  waa  precisely 
the  same.  He  proceeded  to  defend  the  proposed  rating  franchise  as 
the  only  just  and  practicablo  mode  of  extending  tho  suffrage,  and 
contrasted  tte  condition  of  the  people  now  os  compared  with  sixty 
years  ago.  He  would,  however,  let  them  into  a  secret.  It  was  not 
that  tte  ruling  classes  did  not  think  the  unrepresented  classes  intelli¬ 
gent  enough  that  they  would  deny  them  tte  franchise.  The  more 
intelligent  they  became,  and  the  ^ter  instructed  in  public  affairs, 
the  more  would  they  dread  the  time  when  political  power  was  ex¬ 
tended  to  them.  The  illiterate,  depraved,  or  careless  could  be 
mqpaged  by  cajolery  or  by  foree ;  but  it  waa  the  intelligent,  hard- 
headed,  instructed,  thoughtful,  resolute  citizens  that  the  privileged 
classes  did  not  like.  Mr  Bright  then  entered  into  tte  question  of 
county  representationj  with  a  view  of  showing  that  a  10/.  occupancy 
franchise  could  not  introduce  a  lower  class  of  votera  than  a  60/. 
tenantry  of  land.  After  some  remarks  as  to  burghs  to  be  defranchised 
and  seats  to  be  reapportioned,  he  alluded  to  Mr  Newdegate's  challenge 
to  him  on  tte  subject  of  county  representation.  He  asked  that 
gentleman  if  he  knew  anything  of  the  constitution  of  the  House  of 
Lords,  or  of  the  oripnal  Ejecta  of  the  hereditary  peerage.  Now,  he 
should  like  to  ask  this  question — Did  the  House  of  Ixirds  represent  the 
land  and  tenantry  oo  their  land,  or  did  they  only  represent 
their  own  individual  Interest  /  Jf  the  former,  what  came  of 
the  question  of  county  representation  ?  If  the  latter,  on 
what  ground  wore  400  individuals  to  set  tliemselves  up 
against  the  will  of  30,060,000,  and  reject  year  after  year,  as  they 
bad  done,  beneficent  and  excellent  measures  passed  by  tho 
repreaentatives  of  the  people — a  veto  which  for  1-50  years  the 
monarchy  had  not  ventured  to  exercise?  The  views  of  Mr  Newdogate 
would  compel  a  complete  change  in  the  constitution  of  the  House  of 
Lords,  and  the  Lords  were  at  this  moment  sufficiently  severed  from 
tho  people  in  political  opinion,  as  was  shown  in  the  fact  that  not  even 
a  single  Libei^l  Peer  had  con;ie  forward  to  synpattize  with  them 
in  their  present  movement.  But  suppose'  Mr  Newdegate's  views  were 
carried — the  party  in  the  House  of  Commons  which  sympathize 
with  the  House  of  Lords  made  much  more  numerous  and  powerful, 
what  would  be  the  result  f  It  miglit  not  come  in  a  day,  but 
with  the  Lords  end  tlie  majority  of  Commons  separated  from 
the  political  opinions  of  the  people,  as  the  House  of  Lords  oow 
was,  the  eatrangoment  would  become  greater,  and  thejr  would  be 
on  tho  high  road  to  changes  in  their  political  institutions  which 
certaiulv  he  did  not  wish  to  see,  but  which  those  who  called 
him  rash  and  innovating  would  tremble  even  to  think  of.  He  did 
not  wish  to  overturn  the  institutions  of  our  countiy,  but  waa  for 


The  Reform  Movxmemt.  — A  preliminary  meeting  of  delegates 
from  all  the  metropolitan  boroughs  waa  held  on  Monday,  at  the 
liondon  Coffee  nouso,  to  take  into  consideration  tte  claims  of  the  me¬ 
tropolitan  constituenciea  to  additional  repreeeotativas  in  parliament, 
and  to  adopt  means  fur  bringing  those  claims  prominently  before  the 
public  and  the  legislature.  Earnest  and  able  apeeebise  were  delivered 
by  gentlemen  representing  various  metropolitan  districts,  and  a  reso¬ 
lution  was  adopted  in  support  of  the  objects  of  tte  mcctiag.  A 
public  meeting  of  the  electors  and  non-efectors  of  Southwark  was 
alao  held  the  same  evening,  for  the  purpose  of  considering  the  ques¬ 
tion  of  parliamentary  reform.  Tne  majority  of  those  w’ho  attended 
were  evidently  w’orking  men.  A  resoluliofi  in  favour  of  registered 
manhood  suffrage,  vote  by  ballot,  triennial  parliaments,  and  more 
equal  electoral  districts  was  carried,  as  were  also  two  others,  one  for 
the  immediate  formation  of  a  local  reform  associgtinn,  and  the  other 
calling  upon  the  borough  mrmbera  to  support  any  bill  which  might 
be  in  accordance  with  tne  first  resolution.  'The  provincial  meetinga 
in  favour  of  reform  this  week  includo  Taunton,  Burnley,  Ports¬ 
mouth,  and  Leicester,  and  at  all  these  places  vote  by  ballot  waa 
atrenuoualy  supported. 

Mr  Setmovr  FrrzoRRAi.D  and  nia  CoNRxrrrENTR.— At  a  din¬ 
ner  given  at  Horsham  on  Wednesday,  Mr  Seymour  Fitzgerald  said: 
“  It  would  be  improper  to  speak  to  you  about  tho  Reform  Bill,  or 
any  of  the  other  Bills  which  may  form  the  subject  of  discussion  in 
Parliament  in  the  forthcoming  session.  I  may  say,  however,  that  I 
speak  the  feelings  of  those  with  whom  I  act  in  public  life  when  I 
state  that,  having  been  called  upon  most  unexpectedly  to  take  office, 
they  have  received  at  the  hands  of  their  countrymen  that  which  they 
felt  sure  they  would  receive— namely,  a  fair  and  honourable  trial.  I 
believe  that  so  long  as  they  consistently  endeavour  to  do  their  duty 
the  confidence  and  forbearance  of  the  country  will  be  still  accorded 
to  them,  and  I  feel  assured  that  one  and  all  regard  that  confidence 
and  for^arance  aa  only  an  additional  reason  why  ttey  should  devote 
every  exertion  in  their  power  and  every  talent  God  has  given  them 
to  the  public  service  and  the  inturcata  of  tho  country.  Perhaps, 
without  infringing  upon  your  rules,  J  may  be  permitted  to  make  one 
remark  in  referanoe  to  that  depaitnient  of  the  State  with  which  I  am 


country,  that  in  every  question  affacUng  the  public  iutereaU  of 
Europe,  if  our  statesmen  act  rightly  tho  vpLce  of  England  will  sup¬ 
port  them,  and  wU(  be  paramount  and  authoritative.  But,  in  order 
to  secure  that  position— a  ^ition  which  of  right  belongs  to  a  great 
empire  such  as  this — I  feci,  and  I  am  sure  that  those  who  form  the 
members  of  her  Majesty’s  Government  feel  with  me,  that  it  must  not 
be  by  pursuing  a  poliey  of  constant  interfereoee  and  meddling,  but 
ttypi  ^0  beat  way  we  can  take  to  make  our  rights  respected  is  hf 
respecting  the  rights  of  others.  It  is  obvious,  therefore,  that  the 
policy  ot  the  present  Government  on  questions  respecting  the  affaire 
of  foreign  nations  must  be  entirely  sad  essentially  one  of  non-inter- 
feronce.  That  is  the  poliev  required  by  tte  interests  of  the  ouuntrv ; 
it  is  the  policy  required  by  tte  interests  of  Europe,  and  it  is  tho 
policy  required  by  tlie  interests  of  the  world  at  large.  J  do  not 
care,  and  1  am  sure  that  those  who  act  with  mo  do  not  care,  for 
ioiinuatiuua  which  may  be  thrown  out  that  we  are  likely  to  make  im¬ 
proper  concessions,  or  for  oue  moment  to  ne^cct  tte  honour  and 
diguity  of  the  county.  If  we  were  weak  enough  to  do  that  I  am 
aatis^  that  the  people  of  England  would  be  just  and  sjpirited  enough 
to  punish  us  imuiediaUly.  1  believe  it  is  not  only  possible,  but  easy 
for  us  to  pursue  a  course  of  policy  which,  whjle  it  maintaina  our 
honour  and  dignity,  and  the  general  interests  of  the  couutry,  wiif 
not  exeUo  hostflity,  engender  ^trust,  nor  alienate  friendship,  but 
will  tte  name  and  character  of  Fmgland  respected  and 

honoured  throughout  Europe.”

preservi^  as  far  as  possible  the  aueient  landmarks.  He  was  charged 
with  being  too  much  an  advocate  of  peace  abroad.

an  advocate  of  peace  and  order  and  security  at  home.  Why  wm  it

Six  and  twenty  years  ago  we  baa^  our  pro- ' 
positions  on  just  priuoiplee.  We  are  warned  by  the  experience  of  the  ' 
past.  Otm  measure  shall  be  moderate  in  its  strength,  but  ijtabaB  be 
uresietiUy  strong  in  its  moderation :  it  is  cMoulsted  to  ^te  aU 
ccAera  of  men  wiuda  thie  rnim ;  and  I  beRcTe  that  it  will  gfveadii-  i 


English  frigate  and  a  Russian  frigate  and  bng.  ir  your  rapjeiiy 
would  sanction  it,  we  could  send  out  our  two  frigates,  the  corvette, 
two  brigs,  and  a  few  gun-boats.  I  have  great  hopes  of  auch  an 
uncxpecti^  sortie;  tte  crews  and  officers  are  well  disposed.  Adding 
a  few  soldiers  on  board  would,  no  doubt,  excite  a  useful  ^emulation. 
It  would  be  delightful  that  your  Italian  navy,  as  yet  in  iU  inliancy, 
should  get  itself  favourably  spoken  of.  I  have  considered  the  obfoct 
one  of  aulRcient  importance  to  await  your  orders  upon  iL”  Na- 
poicoD,  however,  at  once  discountenanced  the  project :  “  I  do  not 
approve  (he  wrote  on  the  20th  of  April)  of  the  sailing  of  the  Italian 
navy.  What  would  you  have  two  frigates.  *  corvette,  and  two  brigs 
do  against  two  frigatto  and  a  brig  ?  'The  forces  are  unequal.  If  there 
were  none  but  Russians  one  might  attempt  to  sail  out,  but  all  engage- 
Bienta  must  be  avoided.  If  tte  enemy  ventured  to  come  before 
Venice  with  one  frigate,  I  authorise  you,  in  such  a  case,  to  send  forth 
all  my  flotilla.  But  till  that  occurs  let  all  the  veesels  n-main  at 
anchor,  read\  to  go,  but  never  going.  /  do  not  intend  that  they  ehould 
engage  with  the  KnglUh  ;  their  defeat  would  be  certain j  uid  they 
serve  me  as  much  as  they  can  aervs  me  by  preventing  Venice  being 
blocked  by  one  or  two  frigates.  Light  vessels  and  gun-boats  are  all 
that  ire  wanted  in  the  archipelago  ;  frigates  that  have  no  sailing  qqa- 
[itiea,  like  the  Vent'tian  frigates,  inspire  me  with  no  confidence."—

THE  BOMBAY  MAIL. 

The  following  teJegrtm  WM  reoeired  at  the  Foreign-office  on 
Tueedaj  : 

Alexandria,  Dec.  10. 

The  iteamer  Oangea  arrived  at  Suex  from  Bombay  yeeterday, 
with  date#  to  the  26th  of  November.  The  Queen’s  proclamation  haa 
given  general  ntiafaotion  throughout  India.  In  Oudo  the  talookdara 
are  tendering  their  aubmiMion,  and  aurrendcring  their  forts  and  anna. 
Bajah  Loll  Mahdoo  Singh  aurrendered  himaelf  and  hia  fortreaa  of 
Amethy  on  the  10th  of  November.  The  fort  of  Simree,  in  Oude, 
wu  taken  by  Brigadier  Eveleigh  on  the  9th,  with  the  loss  of  only 
two  Europeans  killed,  and  three  or  four  wounded.  Tantia  Topee  ia 
in  the  Satpoorah  hills,  the  outlets  of  which  are  closely  gua^ed.  The 
Nawab  of  Banda  has  separated  from  the  rebels,  and  ia  gone  to 
General  Mitchell’s  camp,  en  rouU  to  Indore.  He  states  he  comes 
under  the  Queen’s  proclamation.  At  Samimtwarree  the  remaining 
rebel  leaders  have  given  themselves  up  to  the  Government. 

The  following  message  was  also  received  at  the  India-office,  on 
Tuesday : 

Allahabad,  Nov.  16. 

OuDX. — On  the  29th  of  October  Beni  Madho,  with  20,000  men, 
made  a  determined  attack  on  our  force  at  Poorwa.  The  rebels  were 
beaten  off,  and  lost  two  guns.  No  casualty  among  the  Europeans. 
On  the  30th  of  OctobOT  the  rebels  under  Mehudee  Hoosein  were 
defeated  near  SufdurgunTC,  losing  five  guns  and  one  elephant.  No 
loss  on  our  side.  On  the  3rd  of  November  Brigadier  Wetherall 
took  the  fort  of  Rampore  Kupia  bv  assault,  and  found  five  guns  in  it. 
He  lost  thirty  men  ;  the  loss  of  the  rebels  was  severe.  On  the  9th 
of  November  Brigadier  Eveleigh  took  the  fort  of  Jamree.  Two 
Europeans  were  killed.  The  fort  of  Amethee  was  surrendered  by 
Loll  Mahdoo  Singh  on  the  9th  of  November,  and  on  the  llth  of 
November  was  occupied  by  our  troops.  Sixteen  guns  foimd ;  more 
believed  to  be  in  the  fort 

CmrTRAL  India. — On  the  81st  of  October  and  1st  of  November 
Tantia  Topee  and  bis  followers,  without  guns,  but  with  a  number  of 
elephants,  crossed  the  Nerbudda,  forty  miles  up  stream  from 
Hoi^ungabad,  and  are  believed  to  be  making  towa^s  the  Deccan. 
’They  were  last  heard  of  as  crossing  the  Cbundwara  hills.  They 
have  plenty  of  monev,  but  are  short  of  ammunition.  General  Michel 
was  at  Hoshungabad  on  the  7th,  and  Brigadier  Parke  expected  there 
on  the  8th.  The  Resident  at  Hyderabad  and  the  Commissioner  of 
Nupore  are  watching  the  rebels,  and  are  prepared. 

SupPLBMBNT  TO  THB  PRBCBDiNO. — Cektoal  India. — The  rebel 
force  under  Tantia  Topee  remained  in  the  Sindwara  districts  of  the 
Nagpore  province  for  four  or  five  days.  On  the  8th  of  November 
they  passM  twenty-five  miles  south-east  of  Baitool,  and  continued 
their  course  vid  Sautnair  and  Mail  Ghaut  towards  Boorbaunpoor. 
On  the  14th  they  crossed  the  Taptee  River  and  proceeded  in  the 
direction  of  Manirod  ^d  Dbar  to  the  Nerbudda.  They  reached 
Aebarpore,  on  the  sou^  bank  of  the  Nerbudda,  on  Gie  2l8t.  All  the 
forts  on  the  north  bank  of  this  river  are  guarded.  The  British 
forces  are  in  close  pursuit.  Troops  have  been  concentrated  at; 
Sindwa  and  Chupra  to  prevent  the  enemy  entering  Candeish.  Adil 
Mahonaed  and  his  party  have  separated  from  Tantia  Topee,  and  are 
now  with  Maun  Singh  near  Seronge,  pursued  by  the  columns  under 
Brimdiers  Lockhart  and  Smith.  Maun  Singh  was  surprised  on  the 
14w  at  Koondige  by  Brigadier  Smith,  and  defeated  with  a  loss  of 
600  men.  Intelligence  ^m  Candeish  states  that  Tantia  Topee  had 
left  Euigaon,  and  taken  the  road  to  Chupra,  via  the  Dowlabaree 
Pass.  The  Bheel  chiefs  are  harassing  Tantia  Topee’s  flank.  The 
feelings  of  the  population  of  Candeish  are  excellent. 

THE  CALCUTTA  MAIL. 

*1116  chief  interest  of  the  contents  of  this  mail,  of  which  a  tele¬ 
graphic  summary  was  given  last  week,  consists  in  the  evidence  it 
affords  of  Ae  universally  favorable  reception  accorded  to  the  Queen’s 
Proclamation.  At  Calcutta  it  was  read  in  the  English  and  Bengalee 
languages,  from  the  steps  of  Government  House,  in  the  presence  of  a 
vast  concourse  of  pe^le.  On  the  conclusion  of  the  proclamation  the 
royal  standard  oi^  England  was  hoisted,  the  troops  presenting  arms 
and  the  band  playing  the  National  Anthem.  In  the  evening  there 
was  a  general  illumination  of  Calcutta  and  the  iffiips  in  the  port. 
At  Allahabad  a  roetruin  and  platform  had  been  prepared,  from  the 
front  of  the  former  a  piece  of  crimson  broad  cloth,  on  which  the  royal 
arms  were  embroidered,  was  suspended.  In  the  fore  part  of  the 
rostrum  was  a  golden  chair  for  the  Viceroy,  overhead  was  a  crimson 
canopy,  and  above  all  the  flag  of  England  floated.  A  large  body  of 
troops  was  on  the  ground.  Seats  on  the  platform  had  been  provided 
for  a  large  number  of  respectable  natives,  but  not  more  than  a  doxen 
appeared.  ^  The  crowd  numbered  probably  1,600  Europeans  and 
2,600  natives.  Lady  Canning  arrived  in  her  carriage,  from  which 
she  did  not  alight.  Xiord  Canning  rode  to  the  platform  in  court 
uniform,  on  a  black  charger,  with  the  Commander-in-Chief  at  his 
side — a  ^wd  of  peons  in  red  livery,  with  silver  rods,  attending  his 
stops,  l^en  the  Vio^y  had  taken  his  place,  Mr  Edmonstone  read 
the  English  proclamation ;  an  Oordoo  translation  was  sub^uently 
read  for  the  benefit  of  the  natives.  In  the  evening  an  exhibition  of 
fireworks  took  place.  At  Lahore,  a  Durbar  tent  had  been  pitched 
for  the  accommodation  of  the  European  visitors,  who  were  ranged  on 
one  side,  while  the  native  nobles  occupied  the  other,  and  in  front  the 
Bri^e  stationed  at  Meean  Meer  formed  into  line.  In  the  absence 
of  the  Chief  Commissioner  Mr  Thornton  officiated  as  the  representa- 
^e  of  the  locid  government  in  the  absence  of  Sir  John  Lawrence, 
^e  proclamation  was  read  in  English  and  in  the  vernacular,  for  the 
benefit  of  both  races  within  the  tent ;  after  which  it  was  read  to  the 
t^ps  formed  up  for  the  purpose,  who  gave  three  English  cheers,  and 
uie  guns  fired  the  salute.  The  J udicial  Commissioner,  with  the 
Bng^er  and  many  of  the  European  residents,  then  re-entered  the 
Durbar  tent  and  conversed  with  the  natives  of  rank  before  the 
assmbly  finally  broke  up.  “Throughout  the  Bengal  Presidency,” 
wn^  the  C  Jcutta  correspondent  of  the  Times,  “  Ae  proclamation 
has  been  received  with  unmixed  and  cordial  approval.  The  press  is 
for  on<»  unanimous  in  its  praise,  and  I  have  not  yet  heard  a  single 
oistiiiot  or  intelligible  attempt  at  criticiBni.’* 

The  following  proclamation,  disarming  Oude,  has  been  issued  bv 
Mr  Montgomery,  the  Chief  Commissioner :

traced,  the  like  penalties  shall  be  inflicted  upon  the  talookdar  or 
landholder  of  the  place,  or  on  the  v^ge  community,  where  they 
may  be  discovered.  4.  Further,  it  is  notified  that  if  talookdar 
or  other  inhabitant  of  Oude,  after  the  issue  of  an  order  for  the  dis¬ 
mantling  of  his  fort,  shall  in  any  way  attempt  to  reconstruct  the 
fortification,  or  shall  have  in  his  possession  or  shall  make  prepara¬ 
tions  for  carting  or  collecting  any  cannon  or  munitions  of  war,  his 
talookdar  or  lands  shall  be  liable  to  be  confiscated,  in  addition  to  such 
other  punishment  as  may  be  awarded.  6.  Any  person  giving  infor¬ 
mation  which  may  lead  to  the  discovery  of  cono^ed  weapons,  gun¬ 
powder,  or  munitions  of  war,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  moiety  of  the  fine ; 
or,  if  no  fine  be  imposed,  to  a  reward.  6.  Deputy-commissioners  or 
other  officers  in  charge  of  districts  will  be  hereafter  authorised  to 
grant,  under  certain  rules,  licences  duly  signed  and  sealed,  to  carry 
and  possess,  or  make  and  sell  gunpowder  and  warlike  weapons,  to 
parties  of  approved  character.  7.  Such  licences  shall  confer  no  right 
to  make,  sell,  or  possess  cannon  of  any  description,  or  ammunition 
for  cannon.  8.  Any  infringement  of  the  licence  will  be  punished  by 
the  penalty  above  specified.  9.  The  classes  exempt^  from^^e 
penalties  of  this  proclamation  are  European  British  subjects,  British 
soldiers,  while  present  with  their  regiments  or  on  servioe,  and 
government  officials  employed  on  civil  duties.”  It  is  believed  that  a 
similar  decree  will  be  issued  for  Behar.

CHINA. 

’The  Hong  Kong  journals  bring  news  from  China  to  the  28th  of 
September.  ’The  forces  of  the  Cmnese  rebels  are  increasing.  'The 
town  of  Nankin  is  surrounded,  and  the  government  of  Pekin 
threatened  by  the  revolt.  Seeing  that  its  financial  resources  are 
much  exhausted,  government  becomes  more  conciliating  towards 
foreigners.  It  is  on  this  account,  therefore,  that  government  has  re¬ 
called  the  governor  of  Canton,  and  has  allowed  importation  of 
opium  under  certain  regulations.  Advices  from  Manilla  of  the  22nd 
of  October  assert  that  the  government  of  Cochin  China  haa  refused 
to  negotiate. 

The  Teeaty  with  China. — We  take  the  following  from  the 
Times :  “  After  the  conclusion  of  the  Treaty  of  Jeddo  Lord  Elgin 
returned  to  Shanghai  to  meet  the  Commissioners  who  were  to  come 
thither  to  settle  the  details  of  the  Treaty.  When  the  usual  delays 
had  occurred,  and  after  the  usual  attempts  to  change  the  place  of 
negotiation,  the  Commissioners  arrived;  and  we  are  told  their 
demeanour  has  been  such  as  to  confirm  the  belief  that  the  Court  of 
Pekin  is  resolved  to  carry  out  all  the  provisions  of  the  Treaty  with 
entire  good  faith.  Mr  Oliphant,  who  went  out  as  Lord  Elgin’s 
Private  Secretary,  had  been  appointed  Acting  Secretary  to  the  Em¬ 
bassy  during  the  absence  of  Mr  Bruce,  who  came  home  with  the 
Treaty,  and  u  now  accredited  as  Ambassador  to  Pekin.  Mr  Wade, 
than  whom  there  is  jio  more  eminent  Chinese  scholar  or  zealous  public 
servant,  had  been  associated  with  Mr  Oliphant  as  a  commissioner 
for  the  revision  of  the  tariff,  and  Mr  Lay,  whose  services  during  the 
negotiations  in  the  Peiho  were  so  conspicuously  mentioned,  and 
who,  holding  the  office  of  Inspector  of  Customs  under  the  Chinese 
Government  at  Shanghai,  had  a  special  knowledge  of  these  matters, 
acts  as  interpreter  and  amicu$  eftria  between  the  two  sets  of  Commis¬ 
sioners.  These  parties  have  now  been  for  some  time  holding  con¬ 
ference  within  the  walls  of  the  Chinese  city  of  Shanghai,  and  we  are 
informed  that  the  progress  already  made  is  such  as  to  promise  an 
early  and  most  satisfactory  termination  of  their  labours.  There  is 
every  reason  to  anticipate  that  the  vexed  question  of  the  opium  trade 
will  be  settled  upon  a  basis  which  shall  prevent  its  beaming  the 
cause  of  any  future  difficulties!  In  fact,  this  has  long  since  ceased 
to  be  looked  upon  in  China  from  the  European  point  of  view.  It 
has  for  several  years  been  an  object  of  revenue,  and  the  only  debate 
between  the  Commissioners  has  been  as  to  the  amount  of  duty  to  be 
fixed.  Other  vexatious  and  inefficient  prohibitions  have  also  been 
given  up  ;  and  it  is  probable  that  the  exportation  of  coined  copper 
and  the  re-exportation  of  rice  will  be  legalised  upon  equitable  terms. 
The  settlement  of  the  transit  duties  is  proceeding  with  a  desire  on 
both  sides  to  adjust  the  terms  fairly,  and  to  fix  such  regulations  as 
may  most  effectually  carry  out  the  common  object  of  preventing  any 
future  dispute.  There  has  hitherto  been  no  suggestion  on  the  part 
of  the  Chinese  Commissioners  to  reopen  the  provisions  of  the  Tien- 
sin  Treaty,  or  to  verify  any  of  those  lugubrious  vaticinations  which 

have  so  constantly  come  to  us  from  Hongkong . The 

pacification  of  Canton  has  also  been  effected  through  Lord  Elgin’s 
energetic  agency.  A  Proclamation  has  been  issued  not  only  through¬ 
out  the  places  frequented  by  Europeans,  but  in  a  manner  which 
shows  that  it  is  intended  that  it  should  be  observed.  It  informs 
the  people  *  that  the  Middle  Kingdom  and  the  two  Ein^oms  (Great 
Britain  and  France),  having  concluded  negotiations  at  Tien-sin,  ^ 
now  actually  at  peace;  that  the  high  Mandarins  of  the  Fayuen 
Committee  had  bowed  reverentially  to  the  Imperial  will,  and,  peace 
being  happily  established  with  the  outside  countries,  there  is  no  more 
occasion  for  fighting ;  that  the  braves  are  prohibited  from  again  ap¬ 
pearing  at  Canton  ;  and  any  one  wounding  a  foreigner  will  be  liable 
to  severe  punishment.*  Not  only  the  Mandarins,  but  the  people, 
are  urged  *  to  seize  any  villains  who  may  maltreat  foreigners,’  and 
they  are  promised  that  *  if  such  villains  be  killed  in  the  afl[ray 
no  “  investigation  rtiall  take  place.’  Persons  who  after  this  Pro¬ 
clamation  pretend  to  be  braves  shall  be  treated  as  vagabonds  and 
villains.  ’The  Mandarins  are  directed  to  return  to  their  respective 
yamuns,  and  all  the  people  to  their  peaceful  vocations.  ’  Chinese 
and  men  of  the  outside  countries  are  hereafter  to  be  as  one  family, 
and  must  enjoy  perpetual  peace.’  When  we  add  that  Mr  Reed  and 
the  British  authorities  are  working  harmoniously  together  upon  the 
subject  of  the  tariff  we  believe  we  have  epitomised  all  the  informa¬ 
tion  which  our  letters  bring  us  from  China,  and  we  may  continue  to 
congratulate  the  English  public  that  affairs  there  are  proceeding  so 
prosperously  and  promise  to  terminate  so  speedily.” 


MISCELLANEOUS  NEWS. 

SupKELATTVE. — The  Paris  correspondent  of  the  Literary  Gazette 
says :  “  Taking  up  by  chance  the  last  number  of  his  periodical,  the 
‘  Monte  Christo,’  I  saw  these  three  lines  in  one  of  his  letters  firom 
Russia,  where  he  now  is,  and,  astounded,  went  no  further.  ‘  I  was 
a^ed  to  allow  myself  to  bo  presented  to  the  Emperor  Alexander  on 
hia  return  from  Archangel.—/  refatedP**  : 

The  Bubns  CoMPETrnvB  Poem.— The  premium  of  fifty  guineas 
offered  by  the  Directors  of  the  Crystal  Palace  for  the  best  poem  in 
honour  of  Burns,  to  be  awarded  at  the  “  Burns  Festival,”  on  the 
25th  of  January  next,  will  be  well  competed  for.  A  very  large  num¬ 
ber  of  applications  have  been  made  for  the  conditions  of  competition, 
and  already  several  poems  have,  even  at  this  early  date,  been  lodged 
with  the  secretary.  The  appeal  of  the  directors  for  the  loan  of  por- 
traite,  autographs,  and  other  personal  relics  of  Bums,  has  also  been 
well  responded  to,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  a  very  interesting  col¬ 
lation  will  be  got  together  by  the  day  of  the  festival.  Amongst 
these  will  be  the  original  manuscript  of  ‘  Scots  wha  hae,’  and  others 
of  the  most  characteristic  works  of  the  poet. 

New^  Lifeboats.— Some  trials  were  made  on  Monday  in  the 
^gent’s  Canal  D(^,  Limehouse,  with  two  new  lifeboats,  30  feet 
long,  and  rowing  six  oars  single-banked.  The  boats  are  on  Peake’s 
plan,  and  have  been  built  by  toe  Messrs  Forrestt  for  the  Royal  Na¬ 
tional  Iceboat  Institution.  The  trial  proved  in  every  way  satisfac¬ 
tory.  It  showed  clearly  that  if  the  l^ts  were  upset  they  would 


instantly  self-right,  and  self-eject  any  seas  they  may  ship.  They  are 
to  be  stationed  respectively  at  Camsore,  near  Wenord,  and  at  Tra- 
more,  near  Waterford.  these  places  have  long  b^  in  want  of 

lifeboats,  fearful  wrecks,  with  loss  of  life,  having  fr^uently  occurred 
in  these  localities.  Boto  boats  will  have  improved  lifeboat  carriages 
attached  to  them,  so  as  to  make  them  available  for  a  long  1^  of 
coast. 

The  Dbamatic  College. --The  Illustrated  Times  says :  “  There 
would  seem  to  be  some  hitch  in  the  proceedings  of  those  directing  the 
affairs  of  the  Dramatic  College,  and  the  principal  imj^iment  in  the 
way  of  action  appears  to  have  been  supplied  by  Mr  Henry  Dodd,  the 
gentleman  whose  name  was  received  with  such  cheeis  the  meet¬ 
ing  at  the  Princess’s  Theatre,  as  the  donor  of  the  land  on  which  the 
college  was  to  be  erected.  Nothing  official  haa  transpmed ;  but  if 
rumour  may  be  credited,  Mr  Dodd  now  transfers  his  pft  with  certain 
conditions,  which  the  managers  of  the  scheme  cannot  in  justice  to  the 
subscribers  and  themselves  accept.  They  have  accordingly  given  Mr 
Dodd  a  certain  fixed  time  to  rescind  hu  recent  propositkin,  at  the 
expiration  of  which  they  hold  themselves  at  liberty  politely  to  decline 
the  offer  of  the  Berkshire  land,  and— out  of  the  liberally-snbs^bed 
fund — ^to  purchase  some  other  building  plot.” 

Ladies’  Reading  Room. — The  Athenseum  states  that  some  gentle¬ 
women  of  the  school  of  reform  have  established,  in  close  neighbonr- 
hood  to  Regent  street,  of  course,  a  Ladies’  Readiing  Room,  itoich  is 
open  from  ten  till  five.  No  dogs  or  gratlemen  are  allowed  to  enter 
these  rooms,  except  vicariously,  in  their  books  or  journals.  For  one 
guinea  per  annum,  or  six  shillings  per  quarter,  a  lady  may  be  aoeem- 
modated  with  a  comfortable  chair  and  a  copy  of  toe  'Times  or  Ex¬ 
aminer,  and  relieved  from  the  society  of  the  less  attractive  and  more 
silent  sex.  A  reference  is  required  ftom  all  subscribers.  The 
gentlewomen  who  have  opened  these  rooms  seem  to  have  done  a 
sensible  and  courageous  thing,  and  we  hope  they  will  not  be  fright¬ 
ened  from  their  purpose  by  sneers  at  ladies’  clubs  and  bye-laws  against 
tattle. 

An  Antidote  of  Questionable  Value. — Dr  Beck,  of  Dantzic, 
has  just  made  a  curious  discovery.  He  has  found  an  antidote,  or 
rather  a  counter-poison  for  ardent  spirits.  It  is  a  mineral  paste  which 
he  encloses  in  an  olive,  and  which  once  absorbed  destroys  not  only 
the  rising  effect,  but  likewise  the  disastrous  consequences  of  drunk¬ 
enness.  He  tried  several  experiments  on  a  Pole,  an  irreclaimable 
drunkard.  The  individual,  named  Radevil,  swallowed  three  bottles 
of  brandy  in  succession,  and  after  each  bottle  ate  an  olive  prepared  by 
the  doctor.  He  experienced  neither  the  effect  of  drunkennoM  nor  the 
slightest  sickness. 

Collusion  nr  Divorce  Mattsbs. — At  the  meeting  of  the  Law 
Amendment  Society  on  Monday,  an  important  letter  was  read  from 
Lord  Brougham  on  a  defect  which  he  considers  exists  in  the  Divorce 
and  Matrimonial  Causes  Court.  His  lordship  alle^  that  no  provi¬ 
sion  has  been  made  in  the  Act  for  the  detection  of  conspiracy  or  col¬ 
lusion  between  the  husband  and  wife,  and  he  appears  to  think  that 
the  only  chance  of  protection  to  the  Court  ia  to  make  toe  Attorney- 
General,  or  his  representative,  a  party  to  all  divorce  cases. 

The  Atlantic  Telegraph. — A  special  meeting  of  the  Atlantic 
Telegraph  Company  took  place  on  Wednesday,  the  Right  Hon.  J. 
Stuart  Wortley,  M.P.,  in  the  chair.  'The  report  details  the  proceed¬ 
ings  of  toe  company  from  the  commencement  of  the  first  attempt. 
Immediately  after  the  laying  of  the  cable  preparations  were  made  to 
convey  the  shore  ends  to  Valentia  and  Newfoundland,  but  on  the 
defective  state  of  the  line  being  communicated  to  the  Board,  it  was 
resolved  to  forward  only  a  few  miles  of  the  shore  end  to  Valentia. 
This  course  was  adopted  in  consequence  of  three-fourths  of  the 
scientific  opinions  being  to  the  effect  that  the  failure  was  at  a  point 
about  260  mUes  from  Ireland.  On  testing  the  jrartion  replaced  by 
the  shore  end  it  was  found  uninjured.  A  defect  similar  to  the  one  on 
this  side  has  since  been  discovered  about  400  miles  from  Newfound¬ 
land.  The  directors  believe  that  the  line  cannot  in  any  event  be  got 
to  work  again  except  by  under-running  or  otherwise  raising  and 
mechanically  repairing  it,  and  that  not  only  would  such  a  course  have 
been  in  the  highest  degree  imprudent  during  the  prevalence  of  the 
late  bad  weather,  but  in  the  present  financial  condition  of  toe  com¬ 
pany  too  expensive.  The  accounts  of  the  company  were  then  entered 
into,  and  at  the  close  of  the  report  it  was  stat^  toat  during  the  short 
time  the  cable  was  in  operation  the  Government  were  able  to  coun¬ 
termand  the  embarkation  of  two  regiments  in  Canada  which  had  been 
ordered  for  servioe  in  India,  but  whose  departure  had  subsequently 
been  found  unnecessary,  and  thus  considerable  expense  was  saved. 
As  the  negotiations  with  the  Government  are  still  pending,  it  was  re¬ 
solved  to  adjourn  to  the  general  meeting  in  February. 

Rojal  Geographical  Society. — A  meeting  of  the  Royal  Geogra¬ 
phical  Society  was  held  on  Monday  evening  in  Burlington  House,  Sir 
R.  Murchison  in  the  chair.  ’The  first  paper  read  was  “  Notes  on  the 
River  Amur,  and  the  adjacent  Districts,”  which  contained  the  sub¬ 
stance  of  several  commimications  to  the  Imperial  Geographical 
Society  of  St  Petersburgh,  contributed  by  various  Russian  travelers. 
The  River  Amur,  which  empties  itself  into  the  Sea  of  Ochotsk,  opens 
a  river  communication  from  the  Pacific  excee^ng  2,000  miles 
through  the  centre  of  Asia  to  within  about  200  miles  of  the  Baltic. 
The  importance  of  the  traffic  now  carried  on  by  means  of  this  inland 
navigation  was  forcibly  shown  in  the  descriptions  of  the  Russian  tra¬ 
vellers,  who  stated  that  the  produce  of  America  and  the  manufac¬ 
tures  of  Europe  are  conveyed  by  American  merchants  along  the  river, 
and  the  furs,  and  mineral  and  other  natural  products  of  Asia,  are 
taken  by  them  in  exchange.  The  districts  adjoining  toe  Amur  were 
mentioned  as  very  fruitful,  and  as  capable  of  suppo^ng  a  numerous 
population.  Captain  CoUinson  said  that  his  acquaintance  with  the 
Amur  enabled  him  to  confirm  the  views  taken  hy  the  Russian  geo¬ 
graphers  of  its  importance,  and  he  observed  that  it  would  open  a 
profitable  field  of  commerce  to  English  merchants  if  properly  and 
vigorously  undertaken.  A  second  paper  on  *  Explorations  in  Ecuador 
was  contributed  by  Captain  Pritchett,  who  described  the  general  cha¬ 
racter  of  the  country,  and  its  remarkable  fertility.^  After  the  reading

The  object  of  Peru  and  Brazil,  it  was  stated,  is  to  shut  up  the  RiveT 
Amazon,  which  object,  it  was  contouded,  ought  to  be  fhistratod  by 
the  interference  of  this  country. 

Meeting  op  the  SniPFiNa  Interest. — On  Wednesday  an  in¬ 
fluential  meeting  of  shipowners,  and  others  interested  in  Brit^ 
shioping,  was  held  at  the  London  Tavern,  to  take  into  consideration

They  had  toat 
day  received  letters  from  Melbouree,  and  from  toe  priM  current  he 
leined  that  between  the  16to  of  September  wd  the  13th  of  Octo^, 
62  ships  entered  the  port  of  Melboi^e,  of  which  21  ww  foreigners, 
and  yet  the  shipping  interest  of  t^  country  wu  taxed  for  the  ^ 
port  of  thatcofony.®  Mr  G.  F.  Young  moved  * 

^rrned  that  British  shipping  was  at  preaent,  m  its  mort  important 
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branohaa,  in  a  atato  of  the  greataat  dapraanon,  and  that  that  had 
bean  partly  cauaad  and  greatly  a^;graTat^  by  the  unequal  competition 
cauaad  by  the  repeal  of  the  Narijgation  Lairs.  He  vieired  as  a  great 
diaadrantage  the  fact  that  the  journals  of  the  day  were  taking  by 
anticipation  an  opposition  to  the  claims  which  it  was  the  intention  of 
this  meeting  to  urge,  and  he  trusted  that  the  press  would  further 
calmly  consider  this  great  question,  in  order  that  simple  justice  might 


be  done  to  the  g^t  shipping  interests  of  the  country.  Notwith* 
standing  these  difficulties  he  trusted  that  the  meeting  would  not 
break  np  without  demanding  at  the  hands  of  the  Government  that  the 
law  should  be  carried  into  effect  precisely  as  it  at  present  stood. 
That  was  all  the  shipowners  of  this  country  required.  The  resolution 
was  **  were  others,  pointing  out  the  various  evils  to  which 

the  shipping  interest  was  exposed,  pressing  upon  the  Government 
the  necessity  of  immediate  redress,  and  pointing  out  that,  unless  re> 
medial  measures  were  adopted,  the  growth  of  British  shipping  would 
be  repressed. 

FouiiDBR’a  Dat  at  thb  CHARTBBHorsK. — On  Monday  evening 
about  eighty  old  Carthusians”  sat  down  to  dinner  in  the  great  haU 
at  the  Charterhouse  to  celebrate  the  247th  anniversary  of  Founder’s 
Day.  The  **  ontion”  was  delivered  by  Mr  R.  Brodie,  senior  scholar 
on  the  foundation.  The  nthering  derived  increased  interest  from  its 
oonnerion  with  the  Havdock  memorial,  the  subscription  list  to  which 
was  raised  in  the  hall  by  the  old  Carthusians  present  to  800^.  The 
Queen's  Advocate  in  his  speech  strongly  advocated  the  foundation  of 
a  Havelook  scholarship  out  of  the  fund,  and  it  is  understood  that  of 
the  total  amount  nearly  3001.  has  been  contributed  for  that  express 
purpose,  and  about  701.  to  the  Havelook  monument  in  the  College 
Chapel,  learing  the  balance  to  be  dealt  with  by  the  committee,  and 
appropriated  as  they  shall  think  fit.  The  devotion  of  the  greater  por¬ 
tion  towards  the  establishment  of  a  scholarship  seemed  to  meet  with 
the  hearty  approval  of  the  company  present. 

ShwANOB  Thbpt  in  Berlin. — A  letter  from  Berlin  of  the  11th 
says “  Berlin  is  shocked  by  news  of  a  particularly  unpleasant  na¬ 
ture.  The  costly  silver  ^pergne,  presented  by  the  city  of  Cologne  to 
Prince  and  Princess  Frederick  William  of  Prussia,  as  a  marriage- 
pft,  has  been  stolen.  Thieves,  as  vet  undiscovered,  have  succeeded 
in  abstracting  it  from  the  so-called  *  Ancient  Throne  Room’  of  the 
Royal  Schloss.  The  whole  police  is,  of  course,  on  the  search,  every  j 
private  constable  being  impressed  with  the  importance  of  tracking  the 
offenders  and  winning  the  grace  of  the  illustrious  owners.  Some 
person  of  the  Royal  household  must  needs  have  abetted  the  daring 
deed,  so  entirely  without  precedent  in  the  annals  of  Royal  lacqueyism 
in  Berlin.  The  worst  of  the  matter  is,  that  even  in  case  of  taking  the 
thief — which  cannot  fail  of  arriving  shortly — the  precious  article  itself 
will  probably  have  been  melted  down,  and  reduced  to  the  compara¬ 
tively  small  value  of  the  mere  metal.  The  4pergne  described  in  one 
of  my  former  letters  was  a  work  of  the  highest  artistic  perfection,  and 
deserving  rather  to  be  classed  among  objects  of  elaboratel}[  wroiwbt 
statuary,  than  regarded  as  the  product  of  the  silversmith.  'The 
article  cost  the  city  of  Cologne  not  much  less  than  5,0001.  Two 
hundred  thalers  are  offered  by  the  police  to  any  one  giving  certain  in¬ 
telligence  concerning  the  offenders.” 

Thb  Western  Bank  op  Scotland. — All  the  judges  of  the 
Court  of  Session,  except  Lord  Murray,  have  decided  that  the  decree 
sought  by  the  liquidators  of  the  Western  Bank  of  Scotland  against 
the  contributories  who  have  not  paid  the  late  call  of  100/.  per  share 
ought  to  be  granted  without  notice  to  the  parties  and  on  the  ex  parte 
statement  of  the  liquidators ;  further,  that  the  minute  of  the  4th  of 
October,  1858,  of  me  liquidators,  stating  the  assets  and  liabilities  of 
the  bank,  and  intimated  to  all  the  shareholders,  is  prima  facie  evidence 
that  a  decree  for  the  call  would  be  just  and  beneficial,  and  that  it  will 
be  competent  to  each  individual  contributory  to  suspend  the  decree, 
and  raise  the  question  of  his  special  liability  by  suspension. 

The  Sunday  Question  at  the  Crystal  Palace. — At  the  half- 
yearly  meeting  of  the  Crystal  Palace  shareholders,  on  Wednesday  the 
Sunday  question  was  very  earnestly  discussed.  When  the  vote  was 
taken  the  motion  to  rescind  the  resolution  for  opening  the  Palace  to 
shareholders  was  rejected  by  a  majority  of  twenty-four.  A  ballot 
was,  however,  again  demand^  and  it  was  fixed  to  take  place  on  the 
12th  of  January  and  other  days. 

The  Mortara  Case.— I’he  committee  of  the  Protestant  Alliance 
Association  recently  forwarded  a  memorial  to  the  Earl  of  Malmes¬ 
bury,  as  Secretary  of  State  for  Foreign  Affairs,  in  reference  to  the 
case  of  the  boy  Mortara,  expressing  a  hope  that  it  would  not  be  in¬ 
consistent  with  the  position  which  her  Majesty's  government  main¬ 
tain  with  the  Papal  government  for  the  former  to  express  their  disap¬ 
proval  of  the  course  that  has  been  adopted,  and  to  use  what  influence 
may  be  practicable  in  restoring  the  child  to  its  parents.  A  reply  has 
bera  received  to  this  memoriu,  to  the  effect  that  Her  Majesty’s 
government  have  seen  this  outrage  with  equal  pain  and  indignation, 
but  in  the  interest  of  the  boy  himself,  they  feel  sure  that  the  inter¬ 
vention  of  a  protestant  state  in  such  a  case  would  do  more  harm  than 
rood,  and  prejudice  any  chance  that  may  remain  of  his  restoration  to 
his  home.  After  the  failure  of  catholic  powers,  like,  France,  to  in¬ 
fluence  the  Papal  government,  it  is  manifest  tluft  the  efforts  of  her 
Majesty's  government  would  be  powerless  to  promote  the  praise¬ 
worthy  object  of  the  memorialists.” 


'The  subscriptions  for  Mr  Spurgeon’s  new  chapel  having  reached  a 
sufficient  sum,  designs  for  a  new  tabernacle  are  advertised  for.  The 
plan  of  the  Surrey  Music  Hall  fias  Jproved  to  be  acoustically  good, 
and  will  be  preferred.  The  total  cost,  including  architect’s  commis¬ 
sion  warming,  ventilation,  lighting,  boundary  walls,  fences,  paths, 
fittings,  and  every  expense,  to  be  i^ut  16,000/.

Negotiations  are  on  foot  for  an 
anticipated  settlement.  The  Paraguay  difficulty  will  be  settled 
without  bloodshed.  The  President  alludes  to  the  co-operating 
of  the  American  Minister  with  England  and  France  in  the 
Chinese  treaty.  He  proposes  to  change  the  present  tariff  ad 
valorem  to  specific  duties. 

The  dates  from  California  are  to  the  20th  November,  vid 
Tehuantepec.  Business  in  San  Francisco  was  improvii^.  The 
down  steamer  Panama  took  2,250,000  dollars  specie.  The  ship 
Lucas,  from  Victoria,  bound  .to  Fraser  River,  was  wrecked. 
Fifteen  lives  lost.  The  Prince  Albert  brings  180  passengers. 
She  signalled  the  Pacific,  of  the  same  line,  on  the  14th  inst., 
and  the  City  of  Washington  on  the  7th,  off  Cape  Race. 

It  is  imderstood  in  Paris  that  the  Court  of  Saxony  and  those  of 
some  other  German  States  have  made  advances  with  a  view  to  bring 
about  more  cordial  relations  between  Russia  and  Austria ;  but  it  is 
doubtful  that  these  efforts  have  as  yet  produced  any  good  result.  The 
coolness  between  these  two  Courts  is  very  great. 

The  Patrie  gives  a  positive  denial  to  a  statement  of  the  Nord  of 
Brussels  that  it  has  reoeived  a  private  warning  to  discontinue  its  con¬ 
troversy  with  M.  Emile  de  Girardin  about  the  oompatibili^  of  liberty 
and  the  Empire.  It  is  not,  however,  likely  that  toe  Patrie  will  pul>- 
lish  any  more  of  M.  Girardin’s  letters. 

The  Count  de  Tascher,  an  ex-peer  of  France,  and  a  relation  of  the 
Emperor  by  his  mother’s  side,  died  yesterday  in  the  Rue  de  Clichy, 
at  toe  an  of  79. 

The  Paris  correspondent  of  the  Daily  News  sends  the  following: — 
“  You  will  not  have  forgotten  the  affair  of  the  Count  de  Bondy,  an 
ex-peer  of  France,  and  formerly  Prefect  for  the  Tonne,  who  being  a 
candidate  for  the  council-general  of  the  Indre,  instituted  a  prosecution 
against  several  functionanes,  charging  them  with  the  commission  of 
unheard-of  electoral  frauds,  in  order  to  ensure  the  election  of  the 
Government  candidate.  As  I  informed  you  in  August  last,  the  case 
came  on  for  trial  before  the  Correctional  Tribunal  of  Blimc.  One 
hundred  and  eighty  witnesses  were  in  attendance,  and  M.  Emile 
Ollivier,  specially  retained,  had  come  down  from  Paris  to  support 
the  Count  de  Bendy’s  case.  In  the  hopes  of  hushing  the 
matter  up,  the  Government  had  procured  a  decree  from  the 
Court  of  Cassation  changing  the  venue  to  Neve^  on  the 
ground  that  ‘the  public  peace  would  be  endangered  if  the  case 
were  to  be  tried  in  Blanc.’  The  calculation  was  that  Count  de 
Bondy  would  shrink  from  toe  expense  of  convmng  such  an  immense 
number  of  witnesses  to  a  great  distance.  'This  expectation  has, 
however,  been  disappointed.  M.  Emile  Ollivier  has  gone  to  Nevers, 
and  unless  soma  new  device  has  been  invented  to  impede  the  coarse 
of  justice,  the  case  must  have  been  opened  this  very  day,  Dec.  16. 
The  principal  defendants  are  M.  Clovis  Gandon,  the  Mayor  of  Blanc ; 
M.  Pierre  Daudet,  a  monk  (known  in  religion  as  Brother  Gauthier), 
the  headmaster  of  the  Christian  School  of  Blanc ;  M.  Theophile 
Demersemann,  a  foreman  in  a  manufactory ;  M.  Desnoels,  a  captain 
in  the  fire  brigade;  M.  B^jard,  a  government  contractor;  and  M. 
Martin,  a  police  agent.  I  sent  you  in  August  last  a  long  account  of 
the  charges  made  against  them.  It  will  suffice  now  to  say,  that  the 
Count  de  Bondy  accuses  the  Mayor  (amongst  other  things)  of  having 
violated  the  lawful  liberty  of  the  electors  by  bribes,  threats,  and 
promises,  of  having  violated  the  secracy  of  the  ballot  by  opening 
voting  bulletins  wUch  were  delivered'  to  him  closed,  and  of  having 
thrown  bi^etins  into  the  ballot  box  on  behalf  of  the  electors  who 
were  not  present.

He  believed 
no  ease  had  yet  been  reported  in  which  condonation  was  attempted 
to  bft  established  by  words;  but  be  was  far  from  telling  them  that  it

The  Foreman  said  they  bad  not  agreed  upon 
their  verdict.  One  gentleman  refused  to  accept  bis  lordsmp’s  defini¬ 
tion  of  ooadonation.  The  other  eleven  had  agreed.  Sir  C.  Cresswell 
repeated  his  definition  of  condonation,  and  said  he  wu  responsible  for 
the  law,  and  the  jury  were  bound  to  take  it  from  him.

Sam  r^ired,  and  in  about  an  hour  returned  and  said  there  was  no 
sBce  of  their  coming  to  an  unanimous  verdict.  One  of  their  num¬ 
ber  refused  to  accept  his  lordship’s  directions,  and  what  were  they 
to  do  ^  They  had  argued  and  talked  the  matter  over  in  every  way. 
Sir  C.  Cresswell  expressed  his  surprise  that  a  juryman  should  set  him¬ 
self  up  as  a  court  of  appeal  from  a  direction  of  a  judge  upon  a  point 
of  law.  PerhaM  a  special  verdict  might  be  taken,  and  then  the 
question  would  be  decided  in  the  first  instance  by  the  full  Court,  and 
then  by  the  House  of  Lords— a  tribunal  which  would  probably  give 
as  satisfactory  a  judgment  as  the  gentleman  upon  the  jury.  It  was 
found  impossible  to  devise  the  terms  in  which  a  special  verdict 
should  he  drawn  up,  and  the  jury  were  again  locked  Within  half 
an  hour  they  returned,  and  then  found  that  Mrs  ETcata  had  been 
guilty  of  adultery,  and  that  Mr  Keats  had  not  condoned  that 
adultery.

Cherry,  in  which  the 
Bav.  H.  Cherry,  rector  of  Burghfield,  near  Reading,  institutes  pro¬ 
ceedings  against  Mrs  Cherry  for  the  restitution  of  conjugal  rights. 
Some  time  ago  Mrs  Cherry  Exhibited  articles  of  the  peace  against  her 
husband,  accusing  him  of  violent  and  brutal  conduct  towards  her,  and 
declariog  that  to  protect  her  life  she  was  compelled  to  conceal  herself 
for  two  years.  The  husband  was  ordered  to  enter  into  sureties  to  keep 
the  peace,  and  he  has  now  brought  the  case  before  the  Divorce  Court 
in  order  to  defend  hia  own  character  as  well  as  to  get  his  wife  back 
again.  The  case  is  not  yet  finished. 

A  New  Phase  in  the  Histoey  op  Colonel  Waugh. — In  th, 
Coqrt  of  Queen’s  Bench,  on  Monday,  in  the  case  of  Neal  v.  Isaac 
a  variety  of  new  and  interesting  particulars  respecting  Colonel 
Waugh,  the  masmificeut  bankrupt  of  Branksea  Castle,  were  brought 
to  light.  Mr  Neal,  the  plaiutin  in  the  action,  who  is  described  as 
having  been  at  difl^ent  times  a  druggist,  a  superintendent  of  in¬ 
spectors  of  nuisances,  chief  constable  at  Salford,  townsman  to  a  dyer, 
and  a  lodger  out  of  business,  was  emplOTed  in  1857  by  Colonel 
Waugh  to  manage  the  alum  works  on  the  Branksea  Castle  estate,  at 
a  sal^  of  1,000/.  a  year.  Of  course  he  got  nothing  for  his  trouble. 
'Che  Colonel  bolted  before  p^  day  came  round ;  the  alum  works  were 
seised  by  the  creditors ;  and  Mr  Neal  was  turned  adrift.  The  con¬ 
nexion  of  Mr  Isaac  with  the  Colonel  was  of  a  still  more  disastrous 
kind.  He  had  induced  to  advance  some  40,000/.  on  the  Bcding- 
to)a  Estates — which  belonged,  not  to  the  Colonel,  but  to  his  step-son, 
Mr  Carew.  This  advance  had  been  secured  by  judgments  which 
Isaac  had  allowed  the  Colonel  to  borrow  of  him  “  for  a  temporary 
purpoee.”  This  temporaiw  purpose  was,  it  need  scarcely  be  stated,  to 
raise  money  upon  them  elsewhere.  The  Colonel  fraudulently  depo¬ 
sited  these  securities  with  the  London  and  Eastern  Banking  Corpo¬ 
ration,  and  the  Bank,  of  course,  held  them  against  the  Hebrew.  Thus, 
at  tha  latter  end  of  1857,  was  Neal  turned  adrift  from  his  alum  works, 
and  Isaac  put  in  mortal  jeopardy  for  his  40,000/.  Hence  arose  cer¬ 
tain  journeys  to  the  SpanUh  peninsula  to  which  we  are  indebted  for 
more  than  we  have  ever  before  known  of  the  Lend  of  Branksea  in  his 
retreat  Mr  Neal’s  earlier  expeditions  hM  reference  to  mines,  the 
Colonel  haring  commenced  a  great  speculation  on  his  reaching  Spain. 
This  was  the  Great  Valverde  Copper  Mine,  with  40,000  tons  of  virgin 
ora  lying  at  the  surface,  with  plenty  of  capital  to  work  it ;  the  par¬ 
ties  who  were  in  the  position  to  do  so  being  Admiral  and  Miss  Max¬ 
well  (relatives  or  connexions,  it  seems,  in  some  way,  of  the  Colonel’s) 
— the  brothers  Haffenden  (the  mineowners)— and  the  Colonel  himself, 
whoi,  oat  of  the  wreck  of  Branksea,  had  managed  to  advance  from 
10,000/.  to  15,000/.  for  carrying  on  toe  works.  Neal  accordingly  went 
to  Valverde.  Arrived  there,  he  found  toe  40,000  tons  of  pure  oonper 
a  myth :  there  might  be  some  9,000  tons,  but  not  more.  Nevertheless, 
he  returned  to  En^nd  to  report  and  raise  what  wind  he  could.  He 
returned  in  gn  evtt  time  for  borrowers.  The  money  panic  of  1857 
wgs  at  its  height-  An  advance  on  Spanish  mines  was  about  as  hope¬ 
less  an  errand  as  a  negotiator  could  be  chanred  with,  and  Neal  had  to

Colonel  Waugh  is  within  the  reach  of  the  law ;  Colonel  Waugh  has 
broken  and  is  defying  the  law — why  is  not  the  law  put  in  force 
against  him 

An  Ultba-royal  Petitionbe. — In  the  Insolvent  Debtors’  Court 
on  Tuesday,  George  Henry  de  Straholgic  Neville  Plantagcnet  Harri¬ 
son,  a  tall,  finely-made  man,  applied  to  be  discharged.  He  described 
himself  in  the  schedule  as  ”  marshal  general  of  the  Spanish  Repub¬ 
lics  of  America,”  ‘‘  lieutenant  general  of  the  Germanic  Confedera¬ 
tion,”  ”  a  general  officer  seeking  employment  in  the  Turkish  army,” 
“  endeavouring  to  establish  a  mercantile  and  banking-house  in  St 
Helen’s,  Bishopsgato  street,”  ”  a  prisoner  in  Berlin,”  a  ‘‘  genealogist,” 
and  “  claiming  to  be  summoned  to  parliament  as  Duke  of  Lancaster, 
being  heir  lin^  of  the  blood  of  King  Henry  VI.”  He  ascribed  his 
insolvency  to  ”  Lord  Stratford  de  Redcliffe.her  Majesty’s  ambassador 
at  Constantinople,  and  Lord  Palmerston,  on  the  part  of  her  Majesty’s 
government,  not  allowing  me  to  serve  as  a  general  officer  in  the 
Turkish  army  after  the  offer  of  my  services  had  been  accepted  by  the 
Sultan,  and  my  subsequent  losses  and  imprisonment  by  the  Pniasian 
government.”  The  debts  were  8,076^-,  of  which  3,333/.  were  without 
consideration.  The  insolvent  upon  examination  said  he  was  christened 
“  George  Henry,”  and  assumed  the  names  of  Do  Strabolgie  Neville 
Plantagcnet  in  1843.  Mr  Hartley  complained  that  the  insolvent,  in 
1855,  obtained  17/.  of  wine  from  him,  and  had  not  only  not  paid  for 
it.  but  had  defended  the  action  brought  to  recover  its  value.  Messrs 
Hill  and  Millard  supplied  60/.  of  furniture  in  1857  for  ready  money, 
but  got  nothing.  Insolvent  said  his  pay  in  the  South  Americau 
army  was  plunder,  his  share  of  which  amounted  to  160,000/.,  con¬ 
sisting  of  cattle,  horses,  &c.  He  had  been  employed  in  the  Holstein 
war,  and  had  issued  proclamations  to  the  people.  Lord  Stratford  dc 
Redcliffo  had  prevented  his  obtaining  the  command  of  the  Turkish 
army  in  Asia  during  the  Crimean  war.  He  was  dejure  the  sovereign 
of  these  realms,  but  the  Act  of  Settlement  barred  his  claims.  Mr 
Farlow  complained  that  in  1856  the  insolvcd  obtained  from  him  21/. 
of  fishing-tackle,  and  paid  nothing.  Mr  Sewell  supplied  76/.  of 
furniture,  and  was  unpaid.  Mr  Shepherd  was  a  creditor  for  12/.  lOs., 
for  two  quarter’s  rent  of  a  house  which  the  insolvent  now  said  he 
took  for  his  servants,  three  women  and  one  man.  Counsel  addressed 
the  Court,  urging  that,  after  two  previous  insolvencies  and  one  bank¬ 
ruptcy,  the  insolvent  had  no  right  to  incur  debts  in  the  manner  he 
had  done,  and  therefore  the  creditors  complained  of  fraud.  Thu 
insolvent  repudiated  all  liability  to  the  imputation  of  fraud.  The 
Court  reminded  him  that  legal  fraud  was  incurring  debts  without 
expectation  of  payment.  Eventually  toe  case  was  adjourned  to  com¬ 
plete  some  services  upon  creditors.

The  man  who  was  riding  on  the  cart  jumped  off,  and 
I  with  great  presence  of  mind  seized  the  remaining  horse  by  the  head, 

I  and  by  this  means  prevented  it  following  its  companion.  'Ilic  harness 
I  of  the  first  horse  held  for  some  time,  but  when  it  gave  way  too 
I  animal  disappeared.  The  man  immediately  shouted  for  assistance, 

!  and  Mr  Newby’s  nephew  arrived  at  the  spot,  and  laying  himself  flat 
on  the  ^und  endeavoured  to  look  into  toe  rent  in  the  earth.  This 
was  ratoer  a  dangerous  experiment,  as  immediately  he  ^t  up  the 
g^round  where  he  had  been  lying,  and  for  some  considerable  distance 
round,  gave  way  and  was  completely  swallowed  up.  Mr  Newby 
himself  rode  over  the  field  a  few  days  before,  when  there  did  not 
I  appear  to  be  any  indication  of  danger.  The  cool  has  been  worked 
'  under  the  farm,  and  there  cannot  be  the  slightest  doubt  that  the 
'  shrinking  of  the  earth  was  owing  to  the  operations  of  the  miners. 
A  light  was  let  down  into  the  imasm  by  a  rope,  but  after  being 
lowered  fur  about  ten  fathoms  it  was,  owing  to  the  foul  air,  extin- 
I  guished.

It  was  worth 
trying.  It  was  not  of  oourse  to  he  supposed  that  toe  Lord  of  Brank¬ 
sea  and  the  husband  of  Mrs  Waugh  could  be  without  cash,  still  he 
had  sunk  a  good  deal  in  Yahrerde,  and  it  was  just  possible  that  a  little 
of  toe  rpady  might  not  iuat  now  prove  unacceptable.  Neal,  therefore, 
waq  sent  etit  on  his  tnird  Spanish  expedition  with  25B/.  in  ready 
nroney.  He  left  toe  sum  of  1^.  for  the  Cofonel’s  use,  and  returned 
trhuapkant  with  the  required  affidavit.  Isaac  had  judged  rightly  ; 
the  Colonel  was  touched  by  his  friend’s  delicate  attention,  and  made 
an  affidavit  of  hia  own  ixiguery  for  his  friend’s  benefit.  Such  are  a 
few  traits  of  ^  more  active  pursuits  of  this  great  man  amid  the 
amenities  of  his  agreeable  retreat.  But  we  learn  something  more  on 
t^  interestmg  suQect  of  this  amiable  man's  health,  respecting  which 
his  Munsel  in  bankruptcy  uaed  regularly  to  get  up  once  a  month  in 
Basin^^mll  street,  and  make  a  most  touching  representation,  the 
result  being  the  adjournment  ame  die  of  the  Cidoners  oase-  Mr  Neal’s 
stafameats  on  this  point  are  prasaaa.  Tha  Goknal,  it  seema,  on  laavuig 


Acomb  house  Retreat,  near  York,  for  an  assault  upon  Mrs  Turner, 
who  was  alleged  to  be  a  limatic,  and  who  was  under  his  treatment 
for  some  time  as  an  insane  person.  Mr  Seymour,  who  appeared  for 
the  prosecution,  applied  to  his  Lordship  for  a  Bench  warrant  to  appre¬ 
hend  Mr  Metcalfe,  who  was  now  abroad,  and  also  what  amount  would 
be  required  if  Mr  Metcalfe  were  admitted  to  bail.  Mr  Baron  Watson 
stated  that  he  knew  nothing  of  the  charge ;  but  on  Friday  some  fur¬ 
ther  proceedings  took  place,  and  it  was  understood  that  a  Bench 
warrant  would  be  issued,  his  Lordship  stating  that  Mr  Metcalfe  must 
be  held  to  bail  on  his  own  recognizance  of  100/. 

The  Stolen  Ionian  Despatches.— At  the  Central  Criminal 
Court,  on  Wednesday,  Mr  Wellington  Goernsey  appeared  to  take  hia 
trial  on  the  charge  of  stealing  the  Ionian  despatches.  The  evidence 
adduced  was  precisely  the  same  as  that  which  we  published  iu  our 
report  of  the  case  when  it  was  brought  before  the  police  ma^strate. 
Mr  Seijeant  Parry,  for  the  defence,  eontended  that,  in  talung  the 
documents  in  question,  the  defendant  had  no  intention  of  depriving  the 
lawful  owner  of  his  property  in  that  chattel  and  converting  it  to  hia 
own  use.  The  learned  counsel  refused  to  extenuate  the  moral  offence 
which  had  been  committed  in  the  abstraction  of  the  papers,  and  his 
language  on  this  head  was  very  strong.  But  he  contended  that  there 
was  nothing  to  show  that,  in  taking  toe  despatches  and  forwarding 
them  to  a  newspaper  for  publication,  the  prisoner  had  feloniously  in¬ 
tended  to  deprive  the  Colonial  office  of  its  property  in  them,  and  to 
convert  them  to  his  own  use.  The  jury  being  of  opinion  that  what 
had  taken  place  was  not  a  stealing  in  t£e  common  sense  of  that  term, 
gave  their  verdict  accordingly,  and  the  prisoner  was  acquitted. 


ACCIDENTS  AND  OCCURRENCES.’ 

Extraordinary  Prucbedimos  in  St  Pancras  Workhouse. — 
Some  further  extraordinary  proceedings  are  reported  in  connexion 
with  St.  Pancras.  It  is  stated  that  too  aasistant-siu-gcon  of  the 
workhouse,  a  young  man,  seduced  some  of  the  femde  inmates, 
and  with  the  view  of  concealing  hia  conduct,  resorted  to  proceedings 
which  resulted  in  the  removal  of  one  of  toe  women  to  toe  infirma^. 
He  then  took  to  flight,  and  in  lus  concealment  was  visited  by  toe 
Rev.  Mr  Pugh,  the  chaplain.  The  reverend  gentleman,  refusing  to 
give  up  the  address,  has  been  dismissed,  and  three  months’  salary 
given  him  in  lieu  of  notice.  'The  circumstances  under  which  the 
visit  was  paid  are  detailed  in  the  following  letter  addressed  by  Mr 
Pugh  to  toe  vestry,  with  a  view  to  avmt  his  from  office,  as 

recommended  by  the  board  of  directors.  “  St  Pancras  Workhoure, 
Deo.  8,  1858. — Gentlemen, — 1  beg  most  respectfully  to  memorialise

muslin,  and  expanded  in  the  dangerous  fashion  of  the  day,  was  drawn 
towards  the  fire  and  ignited.  Attempts  were  made  to  envelope  her 
in  the  beartorug  and  table-cover,  but  she  threw  them  off  and  rushed 
into  the  street,  screaming  fearfully ;  the  draught,  of  course,  added  to 
the  intensity  of  the  fire,  and  before  the  ncigh^urs,  who  were  alarmed 
by  her  screams  and  hastened  to  assist  in  extinguishing  the  flames, 
could  succeed  in  doing  so,  she  was  severely  burnt  in  nearly  every 
part  of  her  body.  Every  attention  was  paid  to  the  sufferer,  but  she 
gradually  sank  from  the  injuries  inflicted  and  the  shock  siutained  by 
toe  system. 

The  Andover  Murder. — The  maristcrial  investigation  of  toe 
circumstances  of  the  extraordinary  murder  of  Mr  Parsons,  at  Andover, 
was  concluded  on  Wednesday.  Banks,  and  his  wife  (who  was  also 
charged)  were  committed  for  trial.  The  theory  of  the  prosecution 
seems  to  be  this : — Mrs  Banks  had  attempted  to  steal  a  dress  out  of 
Mr  Paraous’  shop.  She  was  anxious  that  he  should  deny  the  fact, 
the  rumour  of  which  had  gone  abroad  They  had  interviewa  on  the 
subject,  the  result  being  that  on  the  night  of  the  murder  Parsons  had 
gone  to  meet  her  in  a  retired  spot  for  an  immoral  purpose,  and  that 
there  the  husband, — who  was  cognizant,  with  the  wife’s  privity,  came 
stealthily  upon  him  and  killed  him. 

The  Sanitaey  Condition  or  W tndsor. — Mr  Austin  has  reported 
the  results  of  his  inspection  of  the  town  of  Windsor  in  reference  to 
its  sanitary  condition,  it  having  been  supposed  that  it  was  such  ss  to 
be  prejudicial  to  health.  After  going  fullv  into  the  subjects  of  the 
water  supply,  drainage,  and  ventilation  of  the  sewers,  in  the  town 
generally,  he  says.  ”  The  principal  part  of  the  Castle  being  drained 
quite  distinctly  from  the  town  sowers,  is  apparently  safe  from  any 
contamination  arising  frt>m  the  present  great  depth  of  these  work^ 
but  two  other  portions  of  the  Ca^e  buildings,  the  Royal  Mews  on 
one  side  and  the  Horseshoe  Cloisters  on  the  other,  are  drained  into  the 
town  sewers,  and  being  about  the  highest  points  of  the  whole  svstem 
must  be  especially  exposed  to  danger  until  proper  means  of  ventuatum 
shall  be  generally  provided.”  In  addition  to  the  general  defect  of  a 
want  of  ventilation  in  the  draiiu,  several  nuisances  exist  in  the  town 
— pigsties,  dungbeaps,  neglected  surfaces,  and  deposits  in  guUeys. 
Ho  considered  those  defects  arose  from  the  employment  of  incompe¬ 
tent  services  in  the  superintendence  of  the  house  drainage  of  the  town, 
and  of  tho  want  of  attention  on  too  part  of  the  surveyor  to  the 
proper  working  of  the  general  system  of  drainage.  Dnleas  these 
defects  are  remedied  the  works  which  have  been  executed  at  so  large 
an  expenditure  will  remain  a  sooroe  of  danger  and  annoyance.  Mr 
Austin  recommends  that  a  thoroughly  competent  and  aetive  surveyor 
should  be  immediately  employed  by  toe  local  board  to  make  a  house 
inspection  throughout  the  town,  to  ascertain  the  drainage,  Sco^  of 
every  house,  and  report  to  toe  board.

Sletrwiswlltwa  Ciatllw  mwrke*!,  Moudat.— The  show  of  fet  cettle  to^y 
WM  Tcry  Sue.  The  eupply  of  eto^  wee  not  too  buite,  conetderinc  the  seeeon  of 
the  year.  The  beasts  generally  were  of  a  most  Belling  deeerlptlon— not  orer-fod 
monster!  o<  fat  bat  Srstrate  batchers'  meat  t  indeed,  for  years  past  there  has 
not  been  such  an  absence  of  prepoetcrously  M  animala  The  show  comprised 
beasts  of  all  sisca  shapes,  eoloor.  and  quality,  le  tnit  all  kinds  of  bnyers.  Walks 
numbered  from  1  to  16  all  exhibited  some  very  fine  caMle,  incledtng  Derons, 
Hereford!,  Scotch,  and  seme  few  Sussex  breeds ;  and,  though  on  this  occasion  we 
do  not  particularise  each  stand  by  naraa  the  entire  range  ^salesmen  had  a  more 
or  less  fine  show.  Distributed  about  the  market  were  some  extraordinary  beasts ; 
one  In  particular  was  of  monstrous  sise,  standing  near  upon  six  feet  high,  of  large 
make ;  another,  a  white  bullock,  not  large,  but  of  exceedingly  fine  quality,  with  a 
large  amount  of  meat,  attracted  considerable  attention.  In  rings  formed  for  the 
purpose  of  more  adrantageousty  showing  them  off  were  seme  few  extraordinarily 
Doe  cattle,  being  large  but  not  coarse  beasts  of  prime  quality. 

*  Of  aheap  the  market  wus  rather  largely  aupplicd.  The  Downs  were  In  goodly 
number,  and  Cotswold  or  Gloucesters  showed  in  great  strength  for  number  and 
quality.  Some  very  flae  Lincolns  also  we  noticed. 

The  oalree  and  pige  it  is  aet  necessary  specially  to  notice. 

The  weather  was  most  nnpropltions  to  both  buyer  and  sellsr— dull,  dark,  wet, 
and  mild,  as  unlike  December  as  could  well  be,  and  the  result  was  a  by  no  means 
actlTS  trade.  The  best  to  good  qoallty  ^  betf  fetched  from  4e.  8d.  up  to  3a  3d. 
per  stone  of  81b.  For  mutton  there  was  a  feir  demand,  at  la  for  the  best 
Big  sheep  were  rather  a  henry  tra^  in  consequence  of  the  large  number  on 
offer. 

The  quantity  of  stock  bronght  to  market  by  the  London  and  North-Western 
Railway  Company  was  as  follows:  Oxen,  4,009;  sheep,  3,931 ;  pigs,  310;  calres, 
45— fWim  Scotland,  Ireland,  Walea  sod  England. 

Daring  a  walk  through  the  market  we  heard  a  unlrersal  complaint  upon  the 
sulject  o(  Drnrera— the  City  autiioritlM  being  greatly  blamed  fbr  allowing  an 
unlimited  number  of  nalicented  men  to  act  In  that  cepa^ty,whoae  brutal  conduct 
towarda  the  animala  committed  to  their  charge  la  a  disgnee  to  the  nineteenth 
centnry  and  a  ctriliaed  nation.  Not  a  eingle  drorer  could  we  aee  with  a  badge  on, 
— ell  roast,  therefore  have  been  nnllcenaad,  [among  whom  were  eome  of  the 
lowest  cbaraciera  possible. 

When  the  Islington  market  was  first  mooted,  H  was  laid  that  a  railway  atation 
would  run  Into  It  for  both  man  and  beasts,  but  we  fstl  to  aoo  thla  promise  re* 
deemed.  On  the  contrary,  in  bed  weatiier,  such  as  that  of  to-day,  wo  had,  as 
neratofore,  to  trudge  our  way  through  a  perfect  slough  of  mud  and  filth  up  a 
road,  one  of  the  mein  apprimcliee  to  the  market,  which  on  neither  side  has  a  foot¬ 
path,  Uiough  It  has  a  narrow  line  of  kerb-etonea  Nur  it  the  railway  etatiou  at 
all  near  to  the  market. 

At  the  clme  of  the  day  trade  ruled  generally  pretty  good,  especially  for  the 
beet  dcacriptiona.  The  weather  being  a  >  very  unfarourable— mild  and  damp— 
hail  an  iinfaroorable  inflat-ace  from  first  to  Is't,  and  tha  “  great  day  ”  oi  IsS8  has 
therefore  proved  like  many  othere  of  Ute  yeara 

T iimuDAT.— There  was  a  large  anpply  of  most  kinds  of  meat  at  this  market  to¬ 
day,  mtoy  of  (he  animala  left  over  from  Monday  last  (the  grand  day)  being  on 
otTer.  As  usual  on  the  near  approat  h  of  Christmaa  most  of  the  butchera  are 
supplying  III  Mnielvea  with  priinest  qna'Ities  of  loeat  and  the  prise  cattle  ex¬ 
hibited  at  tlie  late  show.  The  trade  f«r  both  beef  and  mutton  was  brisk,  eapecialiy 
for  flrat-rate  qaalities.  which  made  fully  3d.  per  etoiM  more  than  on  Monday  last. 
Scuta  went  at  3a  4d.,  and  South  Downs  the  same  per  stune  af  Mb.  by  the  caioaae  t 
Interior  descriptions  from  3a  lOd.  The  veal  trade  was  heavy,  owing  to  an 
unusual  supply  of  calves,  the  number  on  offer  being  308,  and  the  rates  of  Monday 
were  with  difflculty  obtained.
